The  Luton  Town  Council  have  appointed  Mr.  J.  Kear

The  Hereford  Town  Council  have  renewed  two  poison- 
licences  and  granted  another  to  Mr.  Charles  E.  Osborne, 
manager  for  the  King's  Acre  Nurseries,  Ltd.,  at  1  High 
Town,  Hereford. 

At  the  Thames  Police  Court  on  April  6,  Wm.  Davis 
(45),  labourer,  Whitechapel,  was  fined  40/.,  or  in  default 
to  undergo  six  weeks'  imprisonment,  for  harbouring  8  lb. 
of  uncustomed  saccharin. 

A  fire  broke  out  on  April  4  in  a  store-room  below  the 
pharmacy  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Cain,  Ph.C.,  of  156  Church  Road, 
Hove,  and,  although  it  was  speedily  subdued,  consider 
able  damage  was  done.    The  loss  is  covered  by  insurance. 

At  a  fire  which  occurred  at  No.  24  Myddelton  Square, 
London,  E.C.,  on  April  5,  Mr.  George  Woodhouse  Por- 
rett.  retired  chemist,  was  burnt  to  death.  Attempts  were 
made  to  rescue  Porrett.  who  was  over  sixty  years  old,  but 
the  top  back  room  in  which  he  lodged  was  unapproachable 
owing  to  the  flames.    An  overturned  lamp  caused  the  fire. 

The  Croydon  Guardians  on  March  21  discussed  the 
report  of  the  Infirmary  Committee,  which  recommended  a 
reversion  to  the  previous  system  of  inviting  a  few  whole- 
sale firms  of  druggists  to  forward  their  price-lists  and 
quote  the  amount  of  special  discount  thereon,  instead  of 
issuing  tender-forms  as  at  present.

Wine  and  Spirit  Licences. 

The  Bristol  Licensing  Justices  have  granted  an  appli- 
cation by  a  wholesale  druggist  for  the  sale  of  rectified 
spirits  for  medicinal  purposes.  A  medicated-wine  licence 
was  also  granted  to  a  chemist,  making  the  number  thus 
licensed  in  Bristol  twenty-seven,  an  advance  of  two  on  the 
two  previous  years.  In  1898  the  number  of  chemist 
licensees  was  ten.

Manchester  Notes. 

One  of  the  results  of  the  coal  strike  is  a  general  shortage 
of  bottles  among  chemists  and  druggists  in  Manchester. 
Many  cannot  see  their  way  to  pay  the  advanced  prices 
being  asked  by  the  factors. 

An  excellent  portrait  of  Mr.  George  Clayton,  Ph.C, 
F.C.S.,  of  the  Northern  College  of  Pharmacy,  appeared 
in  the  "  Manchester  Evening  Chronicle"  recently,  and  was 
described  as  "  Noted  Chemistry  Teacher  Retires." 

The  Manchester  and  District  Mineral-waters'-  and 
Bottlers'  Association  have  adopted  a  revised  scale  of 
charges,  "minerals"  which  usually  sold  at  8d.  per  dozen 
being  raised  to  Qd.,  and  15-oz.  bottles  to  Wd.  per  dozen. 
These  are  not,  of  course,  the  prices  for  pharmaceutical 
waters. 

The  spreading  of  the  epidemic  of  whooping-cough  and 
measles  in  Manchester  is  put  down  to  the  great  distress 
prevalent  among  the  poorer  classes,  lack  of  nourishment, 
medical  advice,  and  warmth  being  the  great  handicaps. 
Although  the  dispensaries  are  at  present  open  longer 
hours  than  usual,  they  are  unable  to  cope  with  all  the  cases 
to  be  treated.

The  following  notice  is  not  only  interesting  on  account 
of  its  quaint  and  strictly  legal  phraseology,  but  owing 
to  the  fact  that  it  closes  a  chapter  in  the  history  of  the 
business  founded  in  Edinburgh  by  John  Duncan  exactly 
a  century  before  the  disposal  of  the  Leith  business  : 

The  business  of  retail  chemists  and  druggists  carried  on 
in  the  premises  at  23  Bernard  Street  and  26  Quality  Street, 
Leith.  and  in  the  premises  53  Ferry  Road,  Leith,  under  the 
firm-name  of  Duncan,  Flockhart.  Powell  &  Co.  by  Duncan. 
Flockhart  &  Co.,  chemists  and  druggists  in  Edinburgh,  of 
which  Robert  Dick,  Alexander  Noble,  James  Laidlaw 
Ewing,  Wm.  Inglis  Clark,  and  Andrew  Hunter  are  sole 
partners,  was  sold  as  at  the  first  day  of  January  1912  to  Alex- 
ander Young,  chemist  and  druggist,  21  Ryehill  Avenue. 
Leith,  by  whom  the  same  has  since  been  and  is  now  being 
carried  on  for  his  own  behoof  under  the  firm-name  of  Powell 
&  Co.  Alexander  Young  wl'-l  uplift  all  debts  due  to  and 
pay  all  debts  due  by  the  business  of  Dunoan.  Flockhart. 
Powell  &  Co.  Except  as  aforesaid,  the  business  of  Dunoan. 
Flockhart  &  Co.  is  being  carried  on  as  hitherto. 

Glasgow  and  the  West. 

A  Friendly  Society  of  Glasgow  chemists'  assistants  and 
others  connected  with  the  trade  in  the  district  is  to  be 
formed.  Special  meetings  are  to  be  held  next  week.  (See 
Coming  Events.) 

Mr.  Horace  Gray,  chemist.  Broomhill  Cross,  has  on 
the  tramway  tickets  issued  on  the  route  on  which  his 
pharmacy  is  situated  a  telling  advertisement  for  his  pro- 
prietary "  Lung  Guard.  " 

Mr.  Dickson,  chemist,  New  City  Road,  who  recentlv 
took  the  D.B.O.A.  diploma,  has  had  a  new  suspended 
sign    fitted  up  bearing  the  words    " Chemist-Optician. 
The  sign  is  electrically  lighted  at  night. 
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Entries  for  the  Kiivninmont  Prize,  open  to  chemists' 
apprentices  and  assistants  in  Glasgow  and  the  neighbour- 
hood, should  be  sent  to  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  223  Byres 
Road.  Glasgow,  not  later  than  the  last  day  of  this  month. 

In  the  list  of  graduates  at  the  recent  'Varsity  examina- 
tion for  the  degrees  of  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  is  the  name  of  Mr. 
Alex.  H.  Davidson,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  served  his 
apprenticeship  with  Messrs.  Frazer  &  Green,  Ltd.,  and 
passed  the  Minor  from  the  Glasgow  School  of  Pharmacy 
in  October  1903. 


FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent  ) 


The  Wrong  Bottle. — A  report  from  Lille  states  that  a 
pharmacist  of  that  town  is  to  be  prosecuted  for  causing 
the  death  of  a  young  woman  owing  to  an  error  in  dispens- 
ing, due  to  a  wrong  bottle  having  been  used. 

The  Morgue  Superseded. — A  law  providing  for  the 
establishment  of  a  new  Medico-Legal  Institute  in  Paris  at 
a  cost  of  40,000/.  was  promulgated  on  April  4.  The  new 
institute  will  afford  facilities  for  medico-legal  research,  and 
will  also  supersede  the  Morgue. 

Pharmaciens  and  Aviation. — A  public  subscription  is 
now  being  made  in  France  for  the  purpose  of  presenting 
air-machines  to  the  Army,  and  the  Paris  Association  of 
Pharmacy  Students  has  taken  the  initiative  of  collecting 
subscriptions  in  pharmaceutical  circles. 

Botany  at  the  Academy  of  Sciences. — M.  Julien 
Costantin,  Professor  of  Botany  at  the  Paris  Museum  of 
Natural  History,  has  been  elected  a  member  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  here  for  the  section  of  botany.  He 
is  known  for  his  original  researches  in  experimental  mor- 
phology and  for  his  special  study  of  mushrooms. 

The  Ship  Dentist. — The  surgeon  on  the  ocean  liner  is 
an  old  friend,  the  dentist  a  comparative  innovation.  The 
idea  of  a  "dental  parlour"  on  board  is  said  to  have 
originated  in  the  fertile  brain  of  a  Parisian  member  of  the 
profession.  His  dental  practice  had  fallen  off  somewhat, 
so,  deciding  that  the  right  time  to  take  a  holiday  is  when 
business  is  dull,  he  shipped  aboard  one  of  our  modern 
floating  palaces.  While  at  sea  he  noticed  quite  a  number 
of  possible  clients,  so  booked  a  cabin  for  the  return 
voyage  and  practised  the  extraction  of  molars,  etc.,  and 
found  the  idea  remunerative  and  popular. 

Historical  Pharmacy. — Few  museums  increase  so 
rapidly  or  so  frequently  develop  and  rearrange  their  exhibits 
as  the  Musee  de  1' Arrc.ee  at  the  Invalides.  One  can  hardly 
stay  away  a  couple  of  months  without  finding  some  new 
and  interesting  addition.  On  my  last  visit  I  found  in  the 
upper  room  devoted  to  the  pre-Revolutionary  period  a 
handsome  bronze  bust  of  Parmentier,  the  chemist.  It 
shows  him  comparatively  young  (evidently  executed  at  a 
much  earlier  epoch  than  the  oil  portrait  in  the  Salle  des 
Arts  of  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy),  and  bears 
the  inscription,  "  Apothicaire  Major  a  l'hotel  des  Invalides 
1766-1776.  Premier  Pharmacien  des  Armees,  An  VIII." 
Close  by  are  two  huge  pharmacy  vases,  each  about  4  ft. 
high,  in  coarse  earthenware,  roughly  but  elaborately 
decorated.  The  inscriptions  denote  that  they  were  used  for 
mithridate  and  theriaca,  and  they  are  described  in  quaint 
old  French  as  "  Jarres  d'Apotiquairrie  des  Invalides." 

Early  Closing. — The  violent  demonstrations  of  the 
Paris  assistant-pharmacists  some  time  ago  have  had  the 
effect  of  considerably  reducing  their  hours  of  work.  The 
Chambre  Syndicale  des  Pharmaciens  de  la  Seine,  which 
includes  Paris,  has  done  all  it  can  to  improve  the  condi- 
tion of  things,  and  one  of  its  arrangements  is  that  all  its 
members  dispensing  a  prescription  or  transacting  business 
outside  business  hours — i.e.,  between  9  p.m.  and  7.30  a.m. — 
must  charge  an  indemnity  of  1.501'.  (say  Is.  2d.) 
in  addition  to  the  ordinary  charges.  There  is 
nothing  unreasonable  in  this  if  on?  considers  that 
special  service  deserves  special  retribution.  In  fact,  the 
idea  is  by  no  means  a  new  one,  as  the  late  Mr.  Swann, 
of  the  Rue  Castiglione  Pharmacy.  Paris,  gave  his  views 
on  the  subject  many  years  ago  for  the  benefit  of  C.  <fc  D. 


readers.  His  system  was  to  charge  an  extra  fee 
of  2.50f.  (2s.),  which  went  to  the  assistant  answering 
the  night-bell.  In  some  of  the  districts  in  Paris 
alternate  Sunday  service  has  been  organised,  which 
is  appreciated  as  a  boon  by  many  pharmacists  and  will 
probably  become  general.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  re- 
marked in  the  West  End  here  that  a  few  pharmacies  appear 
disposed  to  give  up  night  service  entirely. 


AUSTRALASIAN  NEWS.

New  Zealand. 

Apprenticeship  in  England  is  not  recognised  by  the 
Pharmacy  Board.  The  question  was  raised  in  the  case 
of  an  applicant  who  was  apprenticed  in  England  for  four 
years,  and  has  been  an  assistant  five  years  since.  The 
Pharmacy  Board  recommended  the  applicant  to  be  re- 
indentured  in  New  Zealand,  as  the  Pharmacy  Act  does 
not  contemplate  service  outside  the  country. 

Carbolic  Acid  Scheduled. — An  Order-in-Council  has 
been  published  in  the  "  New  Zealand  Gazette  "  of  Feb- 
ruary 1  declaring  that  carbolic  acid  and  liquid  preparations 
of  carbolic  acid  and  its  homologues  containing  more  than 
3  per  cent,  of  those  substances  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
poisons  within  the  meaning  of  Part  1  of  the  Sale  of 
Poisons  Act,  1908,  this  order  to  have  effect  at  the  ex- 
piration of  three  months  from  the  publication  thereof  in 
the  '.'  Gazette."  These  are  placed  in  the  first  part  of  the 
schedule,  so  that  the  sales  must  be  registered  and  signed 
for. 

Queensland. 

Imperial  Reciprocity. — A  special  meeting  of  the  Phar- 
macy Board  was  held  on  February  15,  at  which  a  resolu- 
tion was  passed  protesting  against  the  fee  of  12Z.  12s., 
which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  pro- 
pose as  "excessive  and  prohibitive." 

Wages  Board.— The  Acting  Minister  has  approved  of 
preliminary  action  being  taken  for  the  constitution  of  a 
Wages  Board  for  chemists'  assistants  in  Brisbane,  to  consist 
of  four  members  and  a  chairman.  Mt.  Callinan  and  Mr. 
W.  B.  Mitford  have  been  nominated  by  the  chemists' 
assistants  as  their  representatives. 

Brisbane  Strike.— The  general  strike  which  has  taken 
place  in  Brisbane  has  dislocated  business  and  called  forth 
repressive  methods.  Special  constables  were  enrolled, 
among  them  being  Mr.  G.  J.  Mackay  (President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Queensland),  who  was  engaged 
on  the  organising  staff  of  the  Commissioner  of  Police,  and 
Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley  (Director  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy), 
who  was  a  constable  on  the  first  passenger  tramcar  that 
ran  after  the  strike  was  broken.  Several  retail  chemists 
were  sworn  in  as  special  constabulary,  but  were  not  called 
upon  to  act.  Owing  to  the  industrial  trouble  the  opening 
of  the  session  at  the  College  of  Pharmacy  was  without 
ceremony. 

Victoria. 

Sale  of  Laudanum. — The  Pharmacy  Board  have  in- 
formed the  Chief  Secretary  that  in  their  opinion  laudanum 
is  not  opium  within  the  meaning  of  the  Opium  Smoking 
Prohibition  Act.  The  opposite  opinion  had  been  held  by 
others,  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Pharmacy  Board 
for  decision.  The  Chief  Secretary  has  intimated  that  he 
concurs  in  the  opinion  given  by  the  Board. 
New  South  Wales. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Abraham,  who  died  on  January  25  at 
Lavender  Bay,  North  Shore.  Sydney,  aged  sixty-five,  was 
born  at  Barn'etbv.  Lincolnshire,  and  when  only  an  infant 
was  taken  by  his  father,  a  chemist,  to  Australia,  a  business 
being  opened  in  Sydney.  To  this  business  Mr.  J.  S. 
Abraham  succeeded,  and  he  carried  it  on  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Septimus  Powell,  who  died  at  Bondi  on 
February  3,  came  of    pharmaceutical  stock,  his  great- 
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grandfather,  grand  father,  and  father — all  named  Rowland 
Powell — having  been  either  apothecaries  or  chemists  and 
■druggists.  Five  brothers  of  Mr.  Septimus  Powell  were 
also  in  the  drug-trade,  one  of  them,  Mr.  Walter  Powell, 
being  in  business  at  North  Carlton,  Melbourne.  Two  were 
in  business  at  Bristol,  and  three  of  the  brothers  passed 
through  Muter'*  College.  .Mr.  Septimus  Powell  has  a  son 
who  is  preparing  for  the  Final  Pharmaceutical  examina- 
tion.

Dispensing  for  Friendly  Societies.— With  reference 
"to  the  report  in  our  issue  of  February  24,  index  folio  285, 
•of  an  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
on  January  18,  as  to  alleged  acceptance  by  Dr.  Froem- 
'bling  and  Mr.  H.  R.  Peck  of  contracts  for  dispensing 
below  the  rates  agreed  upon  by  the  Society,  Mr.  Peck 
writes  denying  emphatically  that  this  was  done  either  by 
Dr.  Froembling  or  him.     He  says  : 

"  Tho  extraordinary  meeting  was  called  to  further  dis- 
cuss the  question  of  friendly-society  dispensing,  and  though 
attention  was  called  by  one  member  to  my  and  the  Presi- 
dent's (Dr.  Frocnibling's)  action  in  accepting  dispensing 
contracts  at  the  tariff  rate  on///,  we  were  able  to  prove  to 
that  member  that  we  had  acted  bona  fide,  with  the  approval 
-of  a  general  meeting  previously  held  (at  which  that  member 
was  not  present)  and  with  the  concurrence  of  tho  majority 
of  tho  so-called  Tariff  Committee,  so  that  you  will  under- 
stand that  everything  was  done  openly  and  above  board." 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society 
held  on  February  8.  Dr.  Froembling,  in  the  course  of  his 
■presidential  address,  said  : 

"  Members  who  some  years  ago  wero  strong  adherents 
of  high  prices  and  enforced  tariffs  are  to-day.  circumstances 
having  altered,  unable  to  uphold  their  once  cherished  prin- 
ciples. Fate  has  deviated  their  course  of  action.  I  have 
willingly  lent  my  hand  and  devoted  a  considerable  amount 
of  my  very  scarce  time  to  a  project — '  the  amended  club 
tariff  ' — which  was  intended  to  ameliorate  the  status  prin- 
cipally of  those  chemists  dealing  with  friendlv  societies. 
Lack  of  esprit  de  corp.*  has  prevented  us  from  bringing 
'this  project  to  an  entirely  successful  issue,  and  I  am  sorry 
to  say  it.  has  been  disclosed  at  the  same  time  how  little 
value,  if  any.  is  attached  by  some  men  to  their  signature. 
An  infinitesimal  loss  or  imaginary  gain  will  sway  them  one 
way  or  the  other.  It  sounds  rather  quixotic  to  hear  the 
promoters  of  a  scheme  opposing  their  own  cherished  offspring 
after  finding  that  the  issue  might  be  contrarv  to  what  thev 
expected." 

These  remarks,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the  poll  for 
election  of  members  stood  thus  :  1,  J.  Austin  Thomas, 


52  ;  2,  W.  Froembling.  H.  R.  Peck,  and  J.  S.  C.  Harcus, 
equal  (50)  ;  also  that  Dr.  Froembling  and  Mr.  Peck  were 
elected  Vice-Presidents,  show  that  Mr.  Peck's  protest  is 
quite  justifiable;  while  the  events  since  the  extraordinary 
meeting  prove  how  highly  they  are  esteemed  by  their 
colleagues — facts  quite  inconsistent  with  the  allegation 
that  they  had  contracted  below  tariff  rates. 


INDIA  AND  THE  EAST. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D.'  Correspondents.) 


Mr.  C.  Trim  Johnson,  Ph.C,  manager  of  the  George 
Town  Dispensary's  Ipoh  branch,  has  left  for  home  by  the 
P.  &  0.  s.s.  Assaye.  on  a  well-earned  holiday. 

A  Factory  is  being  set  up  at  Billimora,  in  the  Baroda 
State,  to  manufacture  stearin  and  glycerin.  It  will  be  the 
first  of  its  kind  in  India,  and  will  also  manufacture  stearin 
candles. 

There  is  a  scramble  for  shop-sites  in  Delhi.  The 
majority  of  these,  says  the  Calcutta  "  Capital  "  (in  an 
attempt  at  humour),  will  comprise  monumental  works, 
doctors,  chemists,  and  undertakers. 

Denatured  SriRiT. — Rules  to  control  the  preparation, 
possession,  and  sale  of  denatured  spirit  in  the  Madras 
Presidency  are  published  in  the  "  Fort  St.  George  Gazette  " 
of  March  12,  and  will  come  into  force  from  August  1 
next. 

Cocaine  Smuggling. — A  seizure  of  50  packets  of 
cocaine,  containing  about  75,000  grains,  or  about  171  oz., 
has  been  made  by  the  Bombay  police.  The  cocaine  was 
brought  ashore  by  two  natives  from  the  s.s.  Cleopatra, 
of  the  Austrian  Lloyd  Co.,  and  the  accused  received  6ix 
months'  imprisonment. 

Betel-nut  Cultivation. — The  cultivation  of  betel-nut 
on  a  largo  commercial  scale  in  Assam  is  urged  in  an  article 
in  the  "  Poona  Agricultural  Gazette  "  by  Naresh  Das,  who 
says  that  in  no  part  of  the  provinces  are  the  facilities 
offered  for  this  industry  taken  advantage  of,  except  for 
home  consumption.  The  article  explains  in  detail  the 
best  metheds  to  adopt,  but  the  writer  is  unable  to  give 
particulars  as  to  the  cost  and  probable  profits  of  cultiva- 
tion, though  he  seems  confident  that  it  would  pay. 


JAPANESE  JOTTINGS. 

vFrom  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

The  Laboratories  of  the  Osaka  Local  Government  and 
the  Japan  Pharmaceutical  Co.,  of  Osaka,  have  been 
enlarged  to  meet  increasing  requirements. 

Mr.  Enji  Inoue,  Ph.G.,  Pharmacist-Major,  left  Japan 
for  America  last  January  in  order  to  be  present  at 
the  International  Red  Cross  Congress,  and  also  to  gain 
experience  of  American  pharmacy. 

The  Funds  which  had  been  collected  to  celebrate  the 
late  Dr.  Shimoyama's  twenty-fifth  anniversary  as  Pro- 
fessor at  Tokyo  University  will  be  handed  over  to  the 
fund  to  establish  a  "Dr.  Shimoyama's  Scholarship"  at 
the  University. 

The  "  Patent  "  Medicine  Vendors  of  Tokyo  have 
petitioned  the  Home  Minister  to  be  allowed  to  add  chemi- 
cals or  drugs  scheduled  as  "  poison,"  or  classified  as 
dangerous,  to  the  ingredients  allowed  to  be  used  in  making 
proprietary  medicines.  The  request  was  met  with  refusal 
on  the  ground  that  the  petitioners'  knowledge  in  regard 
to  the  drugs  and  chemicals  was  inadequate. 

Formosa  Opium  Monopoly. — The  total  income  from  the 
Government  opium  monopoly  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
March  31,  1912,  is  estimated  at  500,000/.,  against  460,000/. 
for  the  preceding  year.  The  increase,  it  is  declared,  arises 
from  the  higher  price  of  opium  and  from  the  preference 
shown  by  consumers  for  superior  quality  of  paste.  The 
total  number  of  licensed  smokers  is  86,282  Formosan  men 
and  12.705  women. 
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Mexican  Coquito  Nuts. — Coquito  nuts  are  found  in 
abundance  in  the  Acapulco  district,  but  the  entire  amount 
gathered  is  taken  by  the  local  soap  factories,  the  managers 
of  which  complain  that  they  cannot  procure  sufficient  raw 
material.  This  condition  is  due  to  the  lack  of  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  natives,  and  to  some  extent,  no  doubt,  to 
the  difficulty  experienced  in  extracting  the  nut.  The 
total  exports  from  Mexico  of  "  coquitos  ae  aleine  "  during 
the  fiscal  year  1909-10  amounted  to  only  102.984  lb. 

Austrian  Assistants'  Salary  Fund. — In  the  business 
report  for  1911  recently  published  by  the  Austrian  Phar- 
macists' and  Assistants'  "  Gehaltskasse,"  an  organisation 
for  the  payment  of  assistants'  salaries,  a  membership  of 
815  owners  and  922  assistants  is  announced.  The  deficit 
on  the  first  half-year's  working  of  1911  is  attributed  to 
the  fact  that  the  older  assistants  only  have  obtained  situa- 
tions with  the  pharmacist  members  of  the  Association, 
younger  assistants  at  a  lower  rate  of  wages  remaining 
without  situations  or  obtaining  positions  with  pharmacists 
outside  the  Association  at  higher  salaries.  The  deficit  was 
covered  by  raising  the  contributions  by  2  per  cent. 

Faulty  Catheter. — An  interesting  claim  for  damages 
against  a  Viennese  pharmacist  has  now  been  settled.  The 
pharmacist  sold  to  a  patient  a  faulty  catheter,  which  broke 
on  its  introduction,  so  that  the  broken  part  had  to  be 
removed  by  an  operation.  The  patient  sued  the  pharma- 
cist and  his  assistant  for  damages,  claiming  the  payment 
of  637Z.  10s.  For  the  defence,  it  was  claimed  that  pharma- 
cists are  not  legally  required  to  stock  catheters,  nor  to 
possess  special  knowledge  concerning  the  quality  and 
storage  of  such  goods.  The  Court,  however,  decided  that 
defendant  was  responsible  for  the  quality  of  all  articles 
sold  in  his  business,  and  ordered  the  pharmacist  and 
his  assistant  to  pay  jointly  the  sum  of  212,'.  lis.  Qil .  as 
damages,  in  addition  to  costs. 

Military  Pharmacists'  Competition. — For  the  second 
time  within  two  years  the  question  of  granting  concessions 
to  military  pharmacists  has  been  under  discussion  in  the 
Reichstag.  For  many  years. a  feeling  of  resentment  has 
existed  among  those  pharmacists  waiting  their  turn  to 
obtain  a  concession  at  the  competition  of  the  military  phar- 
macists, who,  after  serving  a  certain  number  of  years 
in  the  army,  retire  on  a.  pension,  as  well  '  as  ■  obtain  a 
"good"  concession.  At  the  first  debate  it  was  pointed 
out  that  there  arc  altogether  sixty-nine  active  pharmacists, 
of  whom  fourteen  are  in  the  naval  and  three  in  the 
colonial  service  ;  within  a  period  of  sixteen  years  929  con- 
cessions in  all  were  granted  in  Prussia  ;  of  these-fifteen  were 
given  to  military  pharmacists,  who  thus  only  represented 
1.61  per  cent,  of  the  successful  candidates.  The  case 
which  led  to  the  recent  debate  was  that  of  a  staff  pharma- 
cist who,  with  the  permission  of  his  superior  officers, 
made  an  application  for  a  concession  nine  months  before 
his  period  of  ten  years'  service — the  time  required  to  be- 
come eligible  for  a  pension — terminated  and  then  retired 
on  the  day  on  which  he  completed  his  ten  years'  service. 
The  pension  he  receives  amounts  to  32/.  5-s.  annually ;  the 
pay  of  a  staff  pharmacist  ranges  from  135/.  to  225/.  per 
annum.  The  complaint  was  made  that  in  this  case,  although 
the  authorities  were  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  pharmacist 
intended  leaving  the  service,  they  allowed  him  to  remain 
long  enough  to  apply  for  a  pension  ;  the  representative  of 
the  War  Office,  howeveiv  denies  that  this  was  the  case, 
as  the  subject  of  the  discussion  had  suffered  in -health 
during  the  time  of  his  service,  and  had  a  perfect  right  to 
claim  some  form  of  compensation. 


April  Pharmaceutical 
Examinations. 


Nicotine  has,  in  all  probability,  been  unduly  and.  unfairly 
blamed  for  tobacco  amblyopia.  There  is  no  question  as  to 
its  share  in  the  process,  yet  there  are  other  poisons  con- 
tained in  tobacco  that,  play  quite  as  important  a  role  as 
nicotine.  In  the  various  kinds  of  tobacco- there  occurs  from 
2  to  8  per  cent.  of  .  nicotine:  it  is  but  slightly  volatile. 
Among  the  other- substances  found  in  varying  quantities  in 
tobacco  are  collidin,  lutidin,  picolin.  and  pyridin,  all  of 
which  are  quite  volatile,  and  which  probably  form  an 
important  etiological  group  with  reference  to  tobacco 
amblyopia. — Eclectic  Medical  Journal.

— The  first  meeting  of  creditors  was 
held  at  the  offices  of  the  Official  Receiver,  Norwich,  on 
Wednesday,  April  10.  The  official  statement  showed  that 
the  debtor  had  returned  his  gross  liabilities  at  360?.  8s.  2d., 
345/.  10*.  3d.  being  due  to  forty-one  unsecured  creditors 
and  14/.  17s.  Ud.  to  preferential  creditors.  The  debtor  esti- 
mated his  assets  to  produce  378/.  8s.  7c/.,  the  principal  items 
being  stock-in-trade  250/.,  trade  fixtures,  etc.,  60/.,  furniture 
20/.,  book  debts  46/.  12/.  Id.  Deducting  the  preferential 
claims,  left  a  surplus  of  18/.  0s.  5d.  The  debtor  attributed 
his  failure  to  ill-health.  In  the  course  of  his  observations, 
the  Official  Receiver  states  that  the  debtor  has  been  in 
business  at  Docking  since  October  1898,  and  at  that  time 
possessed  a  capital  of  about  600/.  He  has  kept  a  record  of 
his  cash  takings,  and  of  his  transactions  with  his  book  debtors, 
and  creditors,  but  he  has  no  account  of  his  trade  and 
household  expenses.

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LEGAL  REPORTS. 


TRADE  LAW. 

Dentists  Act. —The  case  reported  in  this  column  last 
week  was  heard  at  Brentford  (not  Bradford)  Police  Court. 

Selling?  Poison. —The  case  against  Boots  Cash  Chemists, 
Ltd.,  Wrexham,  reported  in  the  C.  &  D.,  March  16,  index 
folio  398,  was  again  mentioned  in  the  Wrexham  Police 
Court  last  week.  The  summons  had  been  taken  out  by 
Robert  H.  Buckley,  40  Bersham  Road,  Wrexham,  mineral- 
water  company  manager,  :and  it  charged  the  defendant 
company  with  selling  poison  without  labelling  it  and  also 
selling  it  without  obtaining  the  signature  of  the  purchaser 
on  November  13,  1911.  Mr.  J.  H.  Bate,  Magistrates'  Clerk, 
said  he  had  received  a  letter  from  the  complainant's  solici- 
tor intimating  that  his  client  was  not  disposed  to  proceed 
with  the  case,  and  that  he  had  notified  the  defendants.  Mr. 
Bate  asked  if  he  should  mark  the  case  "  No  appearance," 
and  the  Bench  agreed. 

Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1887. 

Zambtjk. 

As  briefly  mentioned  in  our  issue  of  April  6,  the  hearing 
took  place  at  the  London  Sessions  on  April  3,  before  Mr. 
Robert  Wallace,  K.C.,  and  a  common  jury,  of  the  charges 
against  John  James  Huggens,  trading  as  J.  H.  Jap  &  Co., 
for  unlawfully  applying  to  boxes  of  ointment  a  false  trade- 
mark— to  wit,  Zambuk — with  intent  to  defraud,  and  also 
with  having  on  the  same  dates  sold  the  same  goods  bearing 
a  false  trade-mark  in  contravention  of  Section  2  of  the 
Act.  The  preliminary  hearing  was  reported  in  the 
C.  cfr  D.,  March  30,  index  folio  470.  The  prosecution  was 
at  the  instance  of  Messrs.  C.  E.  Fulford,  Ltd.,  Leeds. 

Mr.  Bairstow,  K.C.,  appeared  for  the  prosecutors,  and 
fully  explained  the  circumstances  of  the  case.  In  the 
course  of  this  he  mentioned  that  on  March  2  the  prose- 
cutors wrote  to  defendant  stating  that  their  attention  had 
been  called  to  an  ointment  which  he  was  selling,  and  that 
the  labels  on  the  boxes  containing  them,  as  well  as  the 
cards,  bore  the  word  Zambuk — in  the  former  case  in  heavy 
type,  and  in  the  latter  in  large  capital  letters.  They 
pointed  out  that  "  Zambuk  "  is  a  registered  trade-mark, 
and  that  his  use  of  it  in  connection  with  the  ointment 
constituted  an  infringement  of  the  Merchandise  Marks 
Act.  The  letter  added  that  if,  after  that  notice,  he 
should  continue  to  use  the  trade-mark  in  any  "way,  and 
so  infringe  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  they  should  prose- 
cute him  without  further  notice.  In  reply,  defendant  on 
March  5  wrote,  stating  that  he  had  pleasure  in  sending 
them  one  of  ihis  cards  and  also  some  labels,  that  by  the 
wording  on  the  same  he  was  prepared  to  stand,  and  that 
he  did  not  intend  to  alter  it  in  the  least.  [This  was  a 
card  for  a  dozen  boxes,  and  the  heading  of  the  card  was 
"  Jap's  Balm,  Id.  Guaranteed  made  from  the  formula 
based  on  the  analysis  made  for  the  British  Medical  Asso- 
ciation of  Zambuk."]  Mr.  Bairstow  contended  that  it 
was  immaterial  whether,  under  circumstances  such  as 
existed  in  the  case,  the  goods  the  public  ultimately  got 
■were  or  were  not  equal  to  the  goods  they  intended  to  buy. 
If  the  manufacturers  of  a  patent  medicine  had  to  rely 
upon  the  difference  which  existed  between  the  article  they 
supplied  and  one  put  upon  the  public  by  other  people, 
it  would  indirectly  necessitate  a  disclosure  by  them  of  the 
recipe  upon  which  their  own  patent  medicine  was  made, 
and  what  was  undoubtedly  a  very  lucrative  trade  would 
be  seriously  injured. 

Mr.  Wallace  remarked  that  the  jury  had  to  determine 
whether  or  not  the  card  was  calculated  to  lead  people  to 
believe  that  it  was  Zambuk  they  were  buying.  It  was 
perfectly  clear  that  one  could  analyse  one  of  these  things 
and  sell  the  substances  of  which  it  was  composed  so  long 
as  one  did  not  use  its  name.  There  was  no  proprietary 
right  in  the  substance.  One  could  make  up  the  sub- 
stance and  sell  it  under  any  name,  calling  it  Newington — 
(a  Juryman  :  "  Muck  ") — or  anything. 

Mr.  Bairstow  :  He  can  easily  sell  it  as  "Jap's  Balm." 
There  is  not  the  slightest  objection  to  his  selling  as  much 
"  Jap's  Balm  "  as  he  can,  but  we  object  to  him  getting  the 
benefit  of  our  large  expenditure  by  using  our  trade-mark. 

Mr.  Wallace  :  That  is  a  question  the  jury  have  to 
determine. 


Mr.  Bairstow  then  called  his  witnesses — viz..  Solomon 
Ginsberg,  chemist,  Dallur's  Drug-stores,  Church  Street, 
Shoreditch ;  John  Hill,  chemist.  92  St.  John's  Road, 
Hoxton;  and  Mr.  Joseph  Ivatts,  who  gave  evidence  similar 
to  what  we  reported  a  fortnight  ago.  Mr.  Melville  cross- 
examined  on  behalf  of  the  defendant.  In  the  course  of 
his  cross-examination  of  Mr.  Ivatts  he  dealt  with  the 
statements  of  "Secret  Remedies"  in  regard  to 
"  Zambuk,"  one  of  the  questions  being,  "Do  you  know 
that  the  statement  '  Made  f  rom  the  formula  based  on 
-the  analysis  made  for  the  British  Medical  Association  of 
Zambuk  '  is  put  on  the  labels  for  the  purpose  of 
defendant's  not  having  to  put  on  a  stamp?  "  Witness- 
replied  that  he  did  not  know  that.  In  re-examination  by 
Mr.  Bairstow,  witness  said  he  knew  nothing  about  the 
composition  of  Zambuk. 

Other  witnesses  for  the  prosecution  were  Wm.  Harvey, 
a  porter  of  the  prosecutors,  who  took  Ginsberg's  order  to 
defendant's  premises  and  obtained  from  him  the  card 
bearing  the  boxes  of  "Jap's  Balm";  Frederick  Wm. 
Smith,  employed  by  Steadman  &  Co.,  who  similarly  took 
Mr.  Hill's  order  for  Zambuk  and  Beecham's  pills  to- 
defendant,  and  was  supplied  with  a  parcel  which  con- 
tained "Jap's  Balm"  and  a  card  of  pills;  and  Samuel 
Stringer,  managing  clerk  in  the  sales  department  of 
Messrs.  Fulford.  This  concluded  the  case  for  the 
prosecution. 

Defendant,  interrogated  by  Mr.  Melville,  stated  that 
"  Jap's  Balm  "  was  manufactured  for  him  by  a  large  firm 
of  wholesale  chemists  in  accordance  with  the  formula' 
stated  on  the  card,  which  he  put  on  because  he  understood 
that  stamp-duty  is  required  on  all  medicines  of  the  kind 
if  the  formula  is  not  stated.  Previous  to  February  27  the 
witness  Harvey  called  at  his  place  and  asked  him  for  a 
card  of  Zambuk  and  Beecham's  pills.  His  reply  was  that 
he  did  not  sell  either.  On  being  shown  the  card  of 
"Jap's  Balm,"  Harvey  said  that  was  what  he  wanted. 
Defendant  then  told  him  to  be  careful  not  to  sell  it  as- 
Zambuk,  but  only  by  its  name.  He  did  not  remember 
the  witness  Smith  calling  upon  him.  He  had  no  intention 
whatever  of  selling  "  Jap's  Balm  "  as  Zambuk.  nor  did  he- 
know  that  in  doing  what  he  did  he  was  infringing  any 
Act  of  Parliament.  Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Bairstow,. 
defendant  denied  ever  receiving  any  written  order.  His 
solicitor  had  stated  at  the  police  court  that  the  order- 
was  destroyed.  His  reason  for  cautioning  the  witness 
Harvey  not  to  sell  "Jap's  Balm"  for  Zambuk  was  that, 
he  asked  for  Zambuk.  He  denied  that  the  card  could 
mislead  people  to  think  it  was  Zambuk.  Asked  "  Why 
cannot  you  sell  it  without  any  reference  to  Zambuk  at' 
all — tell  me  that?  "  witness  replied,  "  Because  I  make  it 
from  that  formula." 

Mr.  Bairstow  then  addressed  the  jury,  and  was  followed 
by  Mr.  Melville  for  the  defendant.  Mr.  Wallace,  in- 
summing  up,  stated  that  points  had  been  introduced  with 
reference  to  business  morals  which  were  irrelevant  to  the 
indictment.  If  a  man  were  asked  for  Zambuk  and  he 
sold  Jap's  Balm  instead,  that  would  not  be  an  offence 
under  the  indictments.  The  one  question  the  jury  had 
to  determine  was  :  Did  the  defendant  apply  a  trade-mark 
or  trade-description  so  nearly  resembling  that  of  the  pro- 
secutors as  to  be  calculated  to  deceive  the  purchaser  ? 
The  best  way  to  determine  this  was  to  take  the  thing  in 
their  hands  and,  having  read  what  appeared,  say  whether 
anyone  looking  at  it  would  be  given  the  impression  that 
it  was  Zambuk  they  were  being  sold. 

The  jury  then  retired.  After  they  had  been  absent  for 
about  fifteen  minutes,  Mr.  Wallace  intimated  that  informa- 
tion had  been  conveyed  to  him  that  there  was  no  proba- 
bility of  their  coming  to  any  unanimous  conclusion  on 
the  case.  It  was  for  counsel  on  both  sides  to  say  whether 
any  good  purpose  would  be  served  in  keeping  them  longer. 

Mr.  Bairstow  thought  there  would  be  no  advantage  in 
retaining  the  jury  any  longer,  an  opinion  with  which  Mr- 
Melville  concurred. 

The  jury  were  then  recalled  and  discharged. 

The  Foreman  :  The  jury  consider  that  they  should  have 
some  of  these  boxes  distributed  among  them.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Wallace  :  Which  will  you  have — Jap's  Balm  or 
Zambuk?  (Laughter.) 

The  Foreman  :  I  should  prefer  Zambuk.  (Loud' 
laughter.) 
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Defendant  was  then  released  on  bail,  to  come  up  fo 
trial  at  next  Sessions  on  April  23. 

Mr.  Wallace  suggested  that  some  arrangement  might 
como  to  between  the  parties  by  which  another  trial  might 
"be  obviated. 

Mr.  Bairstow  replied  that  there  was  an  arrangement  he 
could  suggest  which  would  overcome  all  the  trouble. 

Mr.  Melville  remarked  that  lie  fully  appreciated  what 
the  terms  of  Mr.  Bairstow's  arrangement  would  be,  but 
he  feared  he  could  not  recommend  his  client  to  agree  to 
them. 

[We  are   informed  that  the  parties  to  this  action  hav 
come  to  an  agreement,  whereby  it  will  not  be  proceeded  with 
further.]

he  held  until  1882,  when  he  was  appointed  Principal  of  the 
College,  retaining  this  until  1886,  when  he  retired  with 
the  title  of  Emeritus  Professor.  In  recognition  of  his 
services  to  the  Japanese  Empire  he  had  conferred  upon 
him  the  Second  Class  of  the  Order  of  the  Sacred  Treasure 
and  the  Third  Class  of  the  Order  of  the  Rising  Sun. 
Returning  to  this  country,  ho  took  a  very  active  part  in 
chemical  affairs,  especially  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Chemical  Society  and  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 
He  became  Vice-President  of  the  Chemical  Society  for 
the  usual  term  in  1900,  was  President  of  the  Chemical 
Section  of  the  British  Association  in  1902,  and  President 
of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  in  1905,  as  well  as 
Vice-President  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  in  the  same 
year.  It  was  in  connection  with  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry  that  Dr.  Divers  was  perhaps  best  known,  and  he 
was  a  regular  attendant  at  the  meetings  held  at  Bur- 
lington House.  In  Japan  his  influence,  especially  in 
regard  to  the  foundation  of  a  school  of  chemical  research, 
was  great,  and  his  home  in  London  was  a  Mecca  at  which 
Japanese  chemists  were  wont  to  gather.  His  individual 
researches  included  the  discovery  of  hyponitrites  and 
work  on  tellurium  monoxide  and  sulphite,  ammoniated 
ammonium  nitrate,  a  process  for  obtaining  hydroxylamine, 
and  other  subjects  of  a  kindred  nature.  He  had  a  strong 
sympathy  for  pharmaceutical  chemistry,  and  on  one  occa- 
sion, when  he  presided  at  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Metro- 
politan College  of  Pharmacy,  gave  a  fascinating  discourse 
on  the  Oriental  methods  of  preparing  calomel  and  other 
mercury  salts.  The  funeral  took  place  at  Brookwood  on 
Thursday,  April  11,  after  a  Requiem  Mass  at  the  Church 
of  Our  Lady  of  Victories,  Kensington. 

Fish.— Recently,  Mr.  Wm.  Sadler  Fish,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Wheatley,  near  Doncaster,  aged  thirty-nine.  Mr.

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The  Shops  Act. 


WE  have  received  from  the  Home  Office  a  copy  of  a 
Memorandum  on  the  law  relating  to  shops,  which  is 
published  by  H.M.  Stationery  Office  at  %d.  The  Memor- 
andum summarises  in  plain  language  the  main  provisions 
of  the  code  of  law  relating  to  shops  contained  in  the 
Shops  Act,  1912,  the  chief  provisions  of  which,  with  a 
full  commentary,  were  published  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  April  6.  The  Memorandum  describes  the  mean- 
ing of  "  shop  "  and  of  "  shop  assistants,"  then  goes  on  to 
deal  with  (i.)  closing  of  shops,  the  weekly  half -holiday, 
closing  orders,  a  note  as  to  mixed  shops,  and  application 
of  closing  provisions  to  persons  trading  in  the  streets,  etc., 
being  treated  in  succession.  The  Memorandum  next  deals 
with  (n.)  employment  in  shops — namely,  the  half -holiday 
for  shop  assistants,  meal-times,  hours  of  employment  of 
young  persons  under  eighteen,  employment  of  children 
under  fourteen,  seats  for  female  shop-assistants,  fines,  and 
sanitary  conveniences.  Finally,  under  the  heading  (in.) 
General,  various  points  are  set  forth.  The  note  as  to 
mixed  shops  is  as  follows  : 

"  When  a  shopkeeper  carries  on  several  trades  or  busi- 
nesses in  his  shop,  some  of  which  are  required  to  be  closed 
on  a  half-holiday,  or  at  fixed  hours  on  other  days  of  the 
week,  while  some  are  not,  he  will  be  allowed  to  keep  his 
shop  open  after  the  closing  hour  for  the  trades  or  businesses 
not  required  to  be  closed — but  for  these  only;  and  he  will 
have  to  comply  with  any  conditions  that  may  he  laid  down 
by  the  Home  Office  or  the  local  authority. 

The  Home  Office  has  laid  down  the  following  conditions 
for  eases  where  a  shop  is  kept  open  on  a  half-holiday  for 
one  of  the  exempted  trades : 

(1)  A  notice  in  the  following  words : 

'  This  shop  is  closed  for  to-day  except  for  the  trade 
or  business  of  [ 

must  be  exhibited  in  the  shop  after  the  closing  hour  on  the 
day  of  the  weekly  half-holiday — whether  the  day  is  fixed 
by  the  shopkeeper  himself  or  by  an  Order  of  the  local 
authority.  This  notice  must  be  in  letters  not  less  than  2  in. 
high,  and  must  be  posted  in  some  conspicuous  places,  both 
outside  and  inside  the  shop. 

(2)  So  far  as  is  reasonably  practicable,  no  goods  in  con- 
nection with  the  trade  or  business  required  to  be  closed 
must  be  exhibited  either  inside  or  outside  the  shoo. 

Similar  conditions  may  be  laid  down  by  local  authorities 
in  their  closing  orders." 

The  Home  Office  has  also  issued  the  prescribed  form  of 
notice  as  to  assistants'  weekly  half-holidays,  under 
Section  1  of  the  Act.  This  is  a  sheet  of  manila  paper 
measuring  14  in.  by  9  in.  There  are  two  columns  in  the 
notice,  one  headed  "  Names  or  Class  or  Department  of 
Assistants,"  and  the  other  "  Week-day  on  which  half- 
holiday  is  allowed."  If  the  same  day  is  fixed  for  all  the 
assistants  the  word  "all"  only  need  be  inserted  in  the 
first  column.  The  notice  must  be  kept  constantly  affixed 
in  the  shop  in  a  position  where  it  may  be  readily  seen  and 
read  by  any  person  whom  it  affects,  and  must  be  renewed 
whenever  it  becomes  defaced  or  otherwise  ceases  to  be 
clearly  legible.  For  the  convenience  of  our  subscribers 
this  Notice  and  the  Memorandum  on  the  law  relating  to 
shops  will  be  stocked  by  our  Subscription  Department,  and 
on  receipt  of  two  penny  stamps  addressed  to  "  S.  D., 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  42  Cannon  Street,  London, 
E.C.,"  a  copy  of  each  will  be  sent. 

It  should  be  noted  that  they  apply  to  England  and 
Wales  only.  The  Irish  and  Scotch  offices  have  not  yet 
intimated  what  they  are  doing,  but  no  doubt  they  will 
follow  the  Home  Office  precedent. 

Shops  Regulations  (No.  316  of  Statutory  Rules  and 
Orders,  1912,  price  Id.)  have  also  been  issued.  These 
.are  substantially  instructions  to  local  authorities  as  to 
their  procedure  under  the  statute. 

The  following  paragraphs  relate  to  steps  being  taken 
by  chemists  and  druggists  for  the  application  to  their 
shops  of  the  statutory  provisions  as  to  a  weekly  half- 
holiday  and  early-closing  now  contained  in  the  Shops  Act, 
1912,  of  which  full  particulars  were  given  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  April  6. 


Aberdeen.—  At  a  meeting  of  local  chemists  on  April  5 
a  general  desire  was  expressed  for  shorter  hours.  In  con- 
nection with  the  suggested  closing  of  shops  in  the  city  at 
8  p.m.  it  was  pointed  out  that  this  might  impose  hardship 
on  friendly-society  members,  who  would  scarcely  have  time 
to  get  their  medicines  prescribed  and  dispensed  after  their 
day's  work  was  done.  One  of  the  largest  chemists  had  inti- 
mated that  he  intended  to  continue  dispensing  prescriptions 
during  the  night.  On  a  vote  being  taken,  twenty-six  were  in 
favour  of  applying  for  a  closing  order  and  thirteen  against. 
It  was  eventually  decided  to  appoint  a  committee  to  tak» 
a  plebiscite  of  the  trade  on  the  matter. 

Birmingham.'— An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Midland 
Pharmaceutical  Association  Council  was  held  on  Wednesday 
afternoon  to  further  consider  the  Shops  Act,  but  the  con- 
clusion arrived  at  has  not  transpired. 

Blackpool.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde 
Pharmacists'  Association,  held  at  the  Palatine  Hotel  on 
Monday,  April  1,  Mr.  John  Laurie  gave  an  exposition  of 
the  Act.  After  discussion  as  to  closing,  it  was  decided  that 
the  holiday  be  suspended  on  the  Wednesday  previous  to  and 
in  Easter  week,  and  recommenced  on  April  17,  being  con- 
tinued until  the  end  of  June. 

Bristol.— At  a  meeting  of  the  town  chemists  held  on 
April  3  it  was  decided  to  close  at  1  p.m.  for  half-day  closing 
on  and  after  May  1.  There  was  a  majority  of  five-sixths  in 
favour  of  the  earlier  closing  movement. 

Exeter.— At  a  meeting  convened  by  the  Exeter  Asso- 
ciation of  Pharmacists  held  last  week,  Mr.  David 
Reid  presided.  Messrs.  J.  Hinton  Lake,  J.  W.  Lake, 
T.  C.  Milton,  J.  Harris,  E.  Simmon,  F.  W.  Vinden  (Hon. 
Secretary),  C.  Sloman,  Bard,  and  Botting  were  also  present. 
In  the  course  of  the  proceedings  it  was  reported  that  the 
whole  of  the  Exeter  chemists  have  agreed  to  close  their 
shops  at  1  o'clock  on  Wednesdays,  commencing  May  1. 
After  discussion  it  was  unanimously  resolved — 

"  That  this  meeting  of  chemists  and  druggists  approve 

of  an  application  being  made  to  the  Exeter  City  Council 

for    a   compulsory  order   requiring  the  closing  of  all 

pharmacies  on  Wednesdays  at  1  P.M." 

Glasgow. —By  an  overwhelming  majority  Glasgow, 
Govan,  and  Partiek  chemists  have  agreed  to  a  weekly  balf- 
holiday  under  the  new  Act.  A  closing  order  it  is  expected 
will  accordingly  be  applied  for. 

Hornsey.— The  Borough  Council  have  referred  to  the 
Public  Health  Committee  a  letter  from  Mr.  A.  E.  Bailey 
stating  that  at  a  meeting  of  local  chemists  it  had  been 
decided  to  apply  for  a  closing  order  (C.  <£.•  D.,  April  6, 
index  folio  519). 

Hull. —  At  a  meeting  of  the  Pharmacists'  Association  held 
on  April  9,  Mr.  T.  Smith  (President)  in  the  chair,  it  was 
reported  by  the  Secretary  (Mr.  Staning)  that  a  difficulty- 
had  arisen  with  regard  to  closing  in  the  evenings. 
They  had  a  large  number  of  names  in  favour  of  afternoon 
closing.  The  Chairman  suggested  that  they  should  confirm 
the  action  so  far  'as  regards  the  afternoon  application. 
The  drug-store  proprietors  had  proved  very  reasonable,  and 
one  of  the  largest  firms  had  signified  its  willingness  to  join 
with  the  pharmacists  in  the  avoiding  of  "cutting"  prices, 
especially  with  regard  to  the  making  up  of  prescriptions. 
The  action  of  Mr.  Staning  was  confirmed,  and  it  was  re- 
solved that  the  Committee  should  expedite  the  collection  of 
further  names  and  proceed  with  obtaining  the  half-day 
closing.  The  question  of  evening  closing  was  referred  to 
the  Committee. 

Manchester.— The  City  Council  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  area  suggested  for  exemptions  by  the  Man- 
chester Retail  Traders'  Association  is  unreasonably  small, 
and  therefore  their  request  has  not,  so  far,  been  acceded  to. 

Wewport.  —  At  a  meeting  of  the  Pharmacists'  Association 
held  at  the  Beaufort  Cafe,  Newport,  on  April  9,  Mr.  A. 
Gratte  in  the  chair,  it  was  reported  that  all  the  local 
chemists  already  close  at  1  p.m.  on  Thursdays.  Other  hours 
of  closing  were  considered,  and  it  was  found  that  a  majority 
of  those  present  were  in  favour  of  8  P.M.,  with  9  P.M.  on 
Friday  and  10  p.m.  on  Saturday.  It  was  decided  that  the 
Hon.  Secretarv  should  try  to  get  the  signatures  of  all  the 
chemists,  and  if  the  necessary  two-thirds  majority  is  obtained 
an  application  is  to  be  made  to  the  local  authority  for  a 
closing  order.

Approved  Societies  of  Drug-trade  Employes. 

We  have  in  articles  published  last  month  outlined  the 
official  requirements  regarding  the  organisation  of  approved 
societies  under  the  National  Insurance  Act.  Our  sole 
object  has  been  to  present  the  facts  when  they  are  most 
useful,  so  that  all  in  the  drug-trade  who  are  interested 
in  the  matter  may  look  into  it  for  themselves,  and  judge 
whether  or  not  it  will  be  to  their  advantage  to  form 
an  approved  society  of  their  own,  as  is  being  done  by  a 
prominent  company  in  the  trade,  or  whether  advantage 
may  be  taken  of  existing  friendly  societies.  The  first 
two  communications  on  the  subject  which  follow  are 
written  by  gentlemen  of  experience  in  the  subject. 

Against  Small  Trade  Societies. 
Probably  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  could  have  en- 
larged the  Benevolent  Fund  into  an  approved  society  it 
would  have  been  a  fine  thing  for  the  Society  and  not  bad 
for  the  insured.  Apart  from  an  approved  society  run  from 
17  Bloomsbury  Square  and  backed  by  same,  I  can  see  little 
or  no  advantage  in  the  formation  of  an  approved  society 
for  the  drug-trade.  Our  sickness  statistics  are  probably 
nearly  unknown,  and  by  the  time  the  doctors  and  pharma- 
cists have  got  satisfied  the  Government  section  of  an 
approved  society  (and  this  must  keep  quite  separate 
accounts)  will  have  its  hands  full  to  keep  financially 
sound.  The  following  table  from  "  Everybody's  Guide 
to  the  Act  "  represents  the  amount  necessary,  according 
to  the  actuaries,  to  provide  seven-ninths  of  the  benefit 
under  the  Act  for  men  :

The  above  allows  for  the  deduction  of  \%d.  per 
week  which  will  be  retained  by  the  Commissioners  towards 
the  deficit  reserve  of  66,642.0007.  which  is  to  be  built  up 
during  the  first  eighteen  years  of  the  Act.  For  younger 
members  of  the  trade  I  should  suggest  joining  a  central- 
ised society,  such  as  the  Hearts  of  Oak  or  the  National 
Deposit  Friendly  Society,  and  inquiry  should  be  made  in

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regard  to  these  before  small  groups  in  the  trade  attempt 
to  work  the  scheme  themselves. — (98/42.) 

How  to  Organise  Trade  Societies. 
There  is  no  reason  why  a  National  Approved  Society 
should  not  be  formed  in  order  that  the  full  advantages 
under  the  Act  may  be  obtained  for  all  chemists'  assistants. 
What  is  wanted  is  that  someone  be  found  with  the  neces- 
sary time  at  his  disposal  who  has  the  requisite  knowledge 
and  capacity  to  carry  through  such  a  movement  to  success. 
If  the  members  of  the  local  Associations  have  on  an  aver- 
age two  assistants,  at  least,  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  the 
numbers  who  must  become  insured  under  the  Act  after 
July  15  will  be  about  8,000.  The  employes  of  manufactur- 
ing chemists  and  wholesale  druggists  should  add  a  similar 
number,  and  the  chemists'  assistants  of  London  alone 
would  provide  a  numerous  contingent.  If  only  5,000 
joined  a  National  Association  the  administration  allow- 
ance of  4s.  per  head  would  form  an  endowment  for  this 
purpose  of  1.000Z.  per  annum.  Allowing  Is.  per  head  for 
chief  office  administration,  there  would  be  3s.  per  head 
for  branch  expenses.  If  there  were  seventy  members 
connected  with  a  branch,  the  allowance  would  thus  be 
from  the  State  section  10Z.  10s.,  of  which  51.  5s.  might 
be  paid  for  an  honorarium  to  the  Secretary,  and  the 
balance  would  be  available  for  sundry  expenditure.  But 
there  would  be  a  non-State  section  to  which  the  members 
would  contribute  a  minimum  of  2d.  per  week,  in  addition 
to  the  Ad.  deducted  from  their  wages  weekly  under  the 
Act.  The  benefits  coming  from  this  section,  which  might 
be  registered  under  the  Friendly  Society  Acts,  would 
supplement  the  five  benefits  accruing  under  the  State 
scheme.  From  this  another  5/.  5s.  might  be  paid  to  the 
local  Secretary,  making  an  honorarium  for  a  small  branch 
of  10Z.  10s.  in  all,  which  would  repay  him  for  labour  which 
would  fully  occupy  one  evening  a  week  and  sometimes 
two  evenings  a  week.  In  Glasgow  it  is  estimated  that 
300  could  be  secured.  In  this  case  the  branch  allowance 
for  management  would  be  451.  per  annum,  and  251.  could 
be  paid  to  the  Secretary.  In  London  there  should  be  at 
least  2,000  members,  and  the  management  grant  (after 
deducting  25  per  cent,  for  head  office  administration  as 
explained  above)  would  be  300?.  per  annum.  In  Grimsby 
there  should  be  sixty  members,  which  might  be  a  sub- 
branch  to  Hull.  East  Lancashire  would  rally  round  Man- 
chester, and  West  Lancashire  round  Liverpool,  and 
Leicester  county  round  Leicester,  and  so  on.  If  only 
3,000  members  joined  a  National  Association  an  alliance 
might  be  formed  with  some  kindred  group  of  approved 
societies  before  the  three  years  elapsed,  when  a  valuation 
by  the  State  Actuary  becomes  due.  If  not,  the  National 
Association  would  be  grouped  with  other  Associations 
having  under  5,000  members  for  valuation  purposes  by  the 
National  Insurance  authorities.  It  is  believed  that  the 
sickness  experience  of  the  chemists'  assistants  is  abnor- 
mally low.  If  this  be  so,  the  additional  benefits  granted 
under  Part  II.  of  the  Fourth  Schedule  would  be  abnormally 
high.  Assistants  leaving  to  follow  other  occupations 
would  be  allowed  to  continue  as  members  if  the  fresh 
occupation  was  not  one  of  exceptional  danger.  If  action 
is  to  be  taken,  it  must  be  taken  very  soon  to  be  effective, 
as  the  first  batch  of  approvals  of  approved  societies  will 
be  issued  before  May  15,  and  then  every  kind  of  society 
■will  be  on  the  warpath  hunting  recruits  among  not  only 
the  compulsory  contributors,  but  also  among  those  who, 
having  no  employer,  may  insure  as  voluntary  contributors. 
To  them  also  the  flat  rate  is  open  for  a  few  months — 
that  is,  they  may  insure  up  to  age  forty-five  as  if  they  were 
age  sixteen,  and  get  the  benefit  of  the  low  premium 
exigible  at  age  sixteen.  The  advantage  of  the  "flat" 
rate  is  open  to  the  compulsory  contributors  up  till  age 
fifty,  and  they  may  be  accepted  for  twelve  months  as  at 
Tates  chargeable  to  youths  of  sixteen.  If  a  National 
Association  were  formed  containing  5,000  members  with 
an  average  of  thirty,  its  share  of  the  Reserve  Value  Credit 
Fund  would  be  about  20,000/.,  on  which  3  per  cent,  interest 
would  be  receivable.  The  income  from  this  source  alone 
towards  the  benefits  and  towards  building  up  an  adequate 
reserve  would  be  600Z.  per  annum.  There  is  thus  for 
such  a  scheme  at  the  present  juncture  a  fine  opportunity 
for  someone  possessing  energy  and  resource  and  initiative. 
—(132/68.) 


Advantages  and  Disadvantages  or  Firms'  Societies. 
I  venture  to  think  you  have  been  entirely  misinformed 
in  your  article  of  March  30  with  reference  to  the  Insur- 
ance Act.  The  employers  in  the  drug-trade  may  form  an 
approved  society  for  the  administration  of  the  benefits 
under  the  Act,  and,  as  you  rightly  point  out,  the  difficulty 
rests  in  the  question  of  an  employe  ceasing  to  be  em- 
ployed by  a  particular  employer.  The  Act  is  quite  plain 
in  Section  25  :  once  a  member  of  an  approved  society,  the 
society  cannot  compel  him  to  transfer  to  another  simply 
because  he  has  lost  his  berth.  The  employer,  or  body 
of  employers,  whose  employes  become  members  of  this- 
suggested  approved  society  will  have  no  voice  in  its- 
management  under  the  Act.  The  Government  is  quite- 
democratic — only  members,  and  not  honorary  members, 
have  a  vote  in  its  management.  Section  23,  Sub-section  2-' 
(1,  2  and  3),  fully  protects  its  members  in  this  direction. 
In  the  copy  of  Model  Rules  issued  by  the  Commissionersr 
Rule  17,  Expulsion  and  Withdrawal,  says  : 

"  Societies  will  be  required  to  state  precisely  in  their  rules- 
the  grounds  upon  which  members  may  be  expelled;  the 
Commission  will  not  approve  any  Society  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Act  when  the  rules  as  to  expulsion  are  such  as,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  appear  to  defeat  the  inten- 
tions of  the  Act." 

From  the  knowledge  I  have  gained  of  the  Act  from- 
attending  the  course  of  lectures  given  by  the  Government^ 
and  studying  the  same,  I  am  of  opinion  that  if  such  a 
condition  of  affairs  could  be  arranged  as  you  suggest,  it 
would  entirely  alter  the  spirit  of  the  Act,  and  I  feel  sure- 
the  Commissioners  will  not  allow  such  a  rule  to  be  incor- 
porated that  will  permit  an  obviously  unfair  state  of 
things  to  exist  in  an  approved  society.  Should  a  member 
transfer  from  one  society  to  another,  there  is  his  transfer- 
value  to  go  with  him,  as  set  down  in  Section  31 ;  this  will 
have  to  be  paid  in  cash,  as  laid  down  in  the  regulations  to- 
be  issued  by  the  Commissioners.  There  is  one  other  point 
to  be  considered.  How  many  of  the  employes  will  decide 
to  join  this  society  ?  The  Act  leaves  it  entirely  to  the 
employed  person  as  to  his  choice  of  an  approved  society. 
Many — I  should  say  roughly  50  per  cent.,  perhaps  more — 
are  already  members  of  friendly  societies  who  will  become 
approved ;  it  is  to  their  old  society,  which  has  stood  by 
them  in  the  past,  that  the  men  will  go  for  the  benefits 
under  the  Act — societies  that  have  done  admirable  work 
in  the  past  century,  societies  that  already  are  equal  to 
cope  with  the  work,  having  the  machinery  already  in 
action.  The  original  idea  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer was  to  use  the  existing  societies,  upon  whose 
experience  he  based  the  conditions  for  the  working  of  the 
Act.  Much  better  would  it  be  for  the  employers  in  the 
wholesale  trade  to  offer  inducements  for  their  employes- 
to  join  the  existing  societies  than  for  them  to  start  a. 
separate  society,  which  I  believe  will  prove  to  them  more- 
trouble  than  it  is  worth,  and  will  probably  end  in  an< 
insolvent  state  owing  to  lack  of  experience  in  the  specials 
work  that  is  needed  for  the  administration. — Alfred  E.. 
Stoner  (London,  S.E.). 

[Mr.  Stoner's  letter  contains  a  few  misconceptions  regard- 
ing the  Insurance  Act,  and  as  these  may  be  shared  by  other 
readers  we  take  the  opportunity  to  correct  some  of  the 
statements  made. 

Mr.  Stoner  does  not  appear  to  have  read  Circular  A.S.  5, 
issued  by  the  Commissioners,  which  deals  with  Employers' 
Provident  Funds.  The  conditions  under  which  these  funds 
may  be  recognised  as  approved  societies  include  the  follow- 
ing': "  That  members  who  are  discharged  from  or  leave 
the  employment  of  the  employer,  and  who  are  unable  from 
the  state  of  their  health  to  obtain  admission  to  another 
approved  society,  shall  be  free  to  continue  their  membership 
of  the  society."  (The  italics  are  ours.)  This  implies  that 
ex-employes  shall  as  a  matter  of  course  apply  for  admis- 
sion to  another  society,  and  they  shall  not  be  free  to  con- 
tinue their  membership  if  they  are  in  good  health. 

The  same  circular  states  that  "  if  the  employer,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  contributions  payable  by  him  under  the  Act. 
(a)  is  responsible  for  the  solvency  of  its  funds,  or  "  one  of 
four  other  alternatives,  "  he  may  be  represented  on  the 
committee  of  the  society  to  an  extent  not  exceeding  one 
quarter  of  the  whole  committee."  Mr.  Stoner  is,  there- 
fore, in  error  in  saying  that  the  employer  will  have  no- 
voice  in  the  management  of  the  society  under  the  Act. 

The  statement  in  our  article  is  thus  shown  to  be  in- 
harmony  with    the  Commissioners'  own  recommendations 
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and  with  the  intentions  of  the  Act,  and  there  >s  every 
reason  to  believe  thai  the  Commissioners  would  approve 
of  the  regulation  to  which  Mr.  Stoner  takes  exception. 

What  has  been  represented  to  us  is  that  many  employers 
would  consider  it  to  be  '"obviously  unfair  "  for  their  Pro- 
vident Fund  to  be  called  upon  to  pay,  probably,  a  lifelong 
pension  to  a  man  who  may  have  been  incapacitated 
long  after  he  left  their  service.  Questions  of  fairness  or 
unfairness  take  on  a  different  aspect  according  to  the 
point  of  view. 

The  transfer-value  must,  of  course,  go  with  a  transferred 
member;  this  is  always  understood. 

No  wise  employer  will  seek  to  detach  any  of  his  em- 
ployes from  the  societies  with  which  they  are  at  present 
ron'nected.  Hut  the  Insurance  Act  1-  to  be  a  permanency, 
and  large  firms  have  every  year  considerable  accessions  of 
young  employes  unconnected  with  any  society.  Obviously 
these  will  join  the  Employers'  Provident  Fund  where  such 
ds  in  existence.  Ten  years  hence  a  large  proportion  of 
the  older  employes  will  have  vanished  from  the  stage,  and 
their  places  will  have  been  taken  by  those  who  have  grown 
up  under  the  Act.  Hence  the  importance  of  employers 
taking  early  steps  to  form  approved  societies,  before  the 
existing  societies  sccuro  the  best  of  their  employes  as 
members. 

Our  article  specifically  dealt  with  those  firms  who 
"  guarantee  the  solvency  of  their  own  societies,"  so  that 
there  is  no  question  of  such  societies  ending  "  in  an  in- 
solvent state."— Editor,  C.  &  D.] 

Friendly  Societies'  Medical  Alliance. 

The  annual  meeting  of  delegates  was  held  at  Luton  on 
Easter  Monday,  when  110  delegates,  representing  fifty-two 
Associations,  were  present,  Mr.  C.  Yarrow  (President) 
in  the  chair.    The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

The  Medical  Alliance,  recognising  that  Sect-ion  4, 
Clause  15,  of  the  Insurance  Act  does  not  sufficiently  safe- 
guard the  interests  of  friendly  societies  medical  associations, 
and  having  regard  to  the  strong  opposition  of  the  medical 
profession  to  the  provisions  for  medical  benefits  contained 
in  the  Act,  appeal  to  the  Insurance  Commissioners  to  suspend 
or  repeal  (so  far  as  may  be  necessary)  Clause  15,  and  so 
restore  to  friendly  societies  the  right  to  make  their  own 
arrangements  for  the  administration  of  medical  benefits 

That  the  Alliance  should  take  steps  to  secure  that  in  the 
regulations  to  be  drawn  up  by  the  Insurance  Commissioners 
provisions  are  inserted  to  enable  the  medical  associations 
to  dispense  medicine  for  the  members  as  heretofore,  with 
an  addendum  appealing  to  the  Commissioners  to  cause 
instructions  to  be  given  to  the  local  Health  Committee  that 
friendly  society  medical  associations  may  be  placed  upon 
the  panel  of  doctors,  and  the  fees  for  members  be  paid 
direct  to  the  various  associations;  that  medical  officers  be 
at  liberty  to  dispense  their  own  prescriptions,  the  drug: 
being  supplied  by  the  associations;  that  in  the  event  of 
tviendly  societies  medical  associations  not  being  placed  on 
the  panel  of  doctors  the  local  committee  should  contribute 
from  the  funds  out  of  which  medical  benefits  are  payable 
for  all  insured  members  receiving  benefits  from  a  friendl 
society  medical  association. 

Mr.  Cecil  Harmsworth,  M.P.,  was  the  guest  at  the 
luncheon,  and  in  the  course  of  a  speech  said  he  was  pleased 
to  see  such  a  charitable  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  Alliance 
towards  the  doctors,  who  were  only  fighting  for  what  they 
considered  their  interests,  as  the  Alliance  had  fought  for 
theirs.  [In  our  issue  of  February  17  we  published  a  list  of 
medical  associations  which  are  in  this  Alliance.  It  was 
on  their  behalf  that  Mr.  Harmsworth  moved  his  notoriou 
amendment.] 

Shop  Assistants*  Approved  Society. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Amalgamated 
I  nion  of  Shop  Assistants.  Warehousemen,  and  Clerks,  held 
in  London  on  Easter  Monday,  Mr.  John  Donald  (Aber 
deen),  in  the  course  of  his  Presidential  address,  said  h 
thought  the  Union  had  done  right  in  deciding  to  becom 
an  approved  society  under  the  Act.    The  proposals  framed 
by  the  Executive  Committee  would,  he  added,  afford 
splendid  opportunity  of  organising  the  shop  workers  c 
the  country.    The  meeting  on  Tuesday  resolved  that  : 

"  This  annual  delegate  meeting  regrets  that  the  Insu 
ante  Act  gives  power  to  the  local  Insurance  Committees  1 
fix  an  income  limit,  above  which  compulsorily  insured  pe 
sons  shall  not  be  entitled  to  free  medical  benefit,  and  regari 
the  repayment  of  contributions  to  lie  made  in  lieu  of  medical 
benefit  ns  inadequate  compensation  for  the  loss  of  th 
highly  important  benefit.    It  urges  the  branches  to  do  all 


i  their  power  to  bring  pressure  to  bear  upon  the  local 
Insurance  Committees  to  fix  an  income  limit  of  not  le^s  than 
160/.  per  year  for  compulsorily  insured  persons,  and  to 
reate  such  public  opinion  as  will  make  impossible  the 
fixing  of  a  less  limit  than  this.  Further,  it  calls  upon  the 
Insurance  Commissioners  to  stipulate  in  their  draft  Regula- 
tions that  all  shop  workers  shall  come  under  the  definition 
f  '  manual  workers.'  " 

The  annual  report  showed  that  the  Union  numbers  452 
ranches  and  22,148  members.    The  total  income  during 
the  past  year  was  31,892/..  and  12,979/.  had  been  paid  to 
sick  and  unemployed  members.  The  balance  standing  to  the 
redit  of  the  Union  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  38,409/. 


WESTMINSTER  WISDOM. 

The  Week  in  Parliament. 


Patent-medicine  Inquiry. 
We  are  informed  upon  official  authority  that  the 
personnel  of  the  promised  Select  Committee  on  Patent 
Medicines  is  still  engaging  the  attention  of  the  party 
Whips,  and  that  no  anouncement  on  the  subject  is  to  be 
expected  this  week.  As  has  already  been  stated,  the 
Committee  will  consist  of  fifteen  members,  composed  of 
representatives  of  all  sections  in  the  House. 

Wrappers  for  Sweetmeats. 
As  the  result  of  representations  which  have  been  made  to 
him  by  the  Islington  local  authority,  the  Home  Secretary 
has  decided  to  apply  the  home-work  provisions  of  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  to  the  manufacture  of 
chocolates  or  sweetmeats.  This  step  has  been  taken  in 
consequence  of  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  under  which 
caramel-wrapping  is  carried  on  in  the  homes  of  outworkers. 

Vaccination  Acts  Repeal. 
The  Bill  which  has  been  introduced  in  the  House  of 
Commons  by  Mr.  Black  to  repeal  the  Vaccination  Acts 
proposes  that  no  public  money  shall  be  provided  for  the 
performance  of  vaccination  or  fur  the  supply  of  vaccine- 
lymph,  and  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  require  that 
vaccination  shall  be  a  condition  of  admission  to  the  public 
service  or  public  institutions.  It  is  proposed  that  the. 
Bill  shall  operate  from  January  1  next. 

Nicotine  and  the  Excise. 
The  House  of  Commons  reassembled  on  Wednesday, 
and  Mr.  Cecil  Harmsworth,  M.P.,  is  asking  the  Secretary 
to  the  Treasury  whether,  with  a  view  to  encouraging  the 
cultivation  of  tobacco  in  this  country,  he  will  give  his 
attention  to  the  Excise  restrictions  under  which  such 
cultivation  is  at  present  carried  on  ;  what  is  the  result  of 
the  experiments  that  have  taken  place,  with  the  sanction 
of  the  Treasury,  at  Wye  College,  in  the  cultivation  of 
tobacco  for  the  purpose  of  nicotine  extraction  ;  what  are 
the  illicit  purposes,  if  any,  to  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  pure  nicotine  is  capable  of  being 
put ;  and  whether  a  suitable  denaturant  has  yet  been 
discovered.

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Practical  Notes  and  Formulae. 


Terpin  Elixir. 

Hoxnorat  ("  Bulletin  de  Pharmacie  de  Lyon")  states 
that  acetic  acid  increases  the  solubility  of  terpin  hydrate, 
and  he  gives  the  following  formula  embodying  this  fact  : 
Terpin  hydrate  (in  powder)     ...     16.6  grams 

Acetic  acid   5  grams 

Tincture  of  orange-peel   7  grams 

Alcohol    227  c.c. 

Glycerin   113.5  grams 

Aromatic  elixir   454  c.c. 

Dissolve  the  terpin  by  means  of  a  gentle  heat  in  the 
alcohol  and  acetic  acid,  add  the  glycerin  and  the  other 
ingredients. 

It  is  added  that  the  elixir  never  deposits  terpin  with  varia- 
tions of  temperature. 

Mastic  Dressings. 

In  wound-dressing,  Vienna  surgeons  are  employing  the 
following  as  an  application  to  wounds,  which  are  after- 
wards covered  with  aseptic  gauze  kept  in  place  by  a  light 
bandage : 

Mastio   20  grams 

Linseed  oil   20  drops 

Chloroform   50  grams 

The  dressing  is  easily  changed,  all  that  is  necessary  being 
to  wet  it  with  benzine  or  acetic  ether.  The  method  is 
specially  convenient  in  wounds  caused  by  firearms,  and  by 
reason  of  its  simplicity  and  antisepticity  should  find  an 
important  place  in  the  surgery  of  war. 

Toothache  Mastic. 

The  "  Bulletin  de  Pharmacie  de  Lyon"  gives  the  follow- 
ing for  a  toothache-essence,  the  novelty  being  the  employ 
ment  of  carbon  bisulphide  in  place  of  chloroform  : 

Mastic   20  parts 

Clove  oil    5  parts 

Carbon  bisulphide  50  parts 

Powdered  amber  10  parts 

Opium  ...       ...       ...       ...  10  parts 

Tannic  acid   5  parts 

The  mastic  is  first  dissolved  in  the  carbon  bisulphide  and 
then  the  other  ingredients  are  added.  It  is  stated  that 
the  carbon  bisulphide  gives  an  instantaneous  calming  effect 
to  the  toothache-drops,  and  that  its  odour  is  marked  in  a 
great  measure  by  the  clove  oil. 

Carlsbad  Tooth=paste. 

It  is  claimed  that  mineral  salts  have  an  excellent  solvent 
effect  on  dental  tartar,  and  for  this  reason  they  are  sug- 
gested for  incorporation  in  tooth-paste6.  The  method  is 
shown  in  the  following  recipe  : 

Carlsbad  salts        ...       ...       ...    25  grams 

Precipitated  chalk   25  grams 

Powdered  orris-root    10  grams 

Powdered  soap       ...       ...       ...    15  grams 

Peppermint  oil, 

Lemon  oil  of  each    25  drops 

Glycerin    a  sufficiency 

This  recipe,  which  is  taken  from  a  German  source,  does 
not  represent  the  English  preference  as  regards  flavour, 
but  the  compounder  can  vary  this  at  will  without  affect- 
ing the  properties  of  the  dentifrice. 

A  Modern  Cold-cream. 

Galen  would  hardly  recognise  some  of  the  products  that 
are  now  sold  as  cold-cream,  but  he  would  perhaps  be  amen- 
able to  the  argument  that  pharmacists  of  to-day  have  at 
their  disposal  many  materials  which  were  not  available  in 
his  day.  We  gave  a  series  of  formula?  about  two  years  ago, 
illustrating  modern  cold-creams,  and  to  those  may  be  added 
the  following  from  the  "Bulletin  of  Pharmacy"  : 

Paraffin  wax    250  grams 

White  wax    260  grams 

Heavy  paraffin  oil         ...       ...    990  c.c. 

Sodium  nerborate    10  grams 

Distilled  water    380  c.c. 

Perfume        ...       ...       ...       ...    a  sufficiency 

Melt  the  waxes  at  the  lowest  possible  temperature  and 
add  the  oil,  using,  if  necessary,  sufficient  heat  to  liquefy 


the  whole.  Dissolve  the  sodium  perborate  in  the  water, 
slightly  warmed,  and  add  to  the  liquid  waxes  in  a  continuous 
stream,  at  the  same  time  beating  the  mass  until  it  becomes 
quite  smooth.  While  still  in  a  semi-fluid  state  add  the  per- 
fume and  run  into  the  containers.  In  this  way  a  glossy 
surface  is  given  to  the  cold-cream.  The  perfume  may  be 
synthetic  rose,  but  violet  is  often  preferred.

By  Xrayser  II. 

The  B.P.C.  Forecast 

gives  promise  not  only  of  a  full  week 
but  of  carrying  on  the  dissipation  into  the  following  week 
as  well.  This  is  an  innovation,  but  I  suppose  that  our 
Edinburgh  friends  know  that  the  average  Conference  mem- 
ber is  bent  on  having  a  holiday  rather  than  attending 
meetings,  and  it  is  no  doubt  policy  to  cater  for  the  wishes 
of  the  majority.  To  those  who,  like  myself,  recall  the 
staid  annual  functions  of  five-and-twenty  years  ago,  it  i6 
a  problem  to  know  when  the  business  of  the  Conference 
will  be  taken.  With  a  civic  reception  on  the  Monday,  a 
garden-party  on  the  Tuesday,  a  similar  function  at

The  doctors 
are  not  going  to  give  up  this  perquisite  without  a  fierce 
struggle,  and  there  is  just  the  possibility  that  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  may  come  to  a  compromise  for  the  sake  of  an 
agreed  settlement,  and  in  order  to  do  this  he  may  have  to 
sacrifice  some  dearly  cherished  notions ;  in  other  words,  he 
may  require  to  jettison  some  of  the  cargo  to  save  the  ship. 
The  problem  is,  what  will  he  throw  overboard  ? 
Two  Golden  Weddings  in  One  Week

thing of  an  event,  and  I  wish  to  take  the  liberty  of  joining 
their  many  friends  in  offering  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Spinnev 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eastman  my  warmest  congratulations.

"Let  Glasgow  Flourish," 

the  motto  of  the  great  city  on  the

competitions  inaugurated  by  the  Glasgow  and  West  of 
Scotland  Chemists'  Association.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
perusing  the  conditions  of  the  competitions,  and  I  offer 


'my  warm  congratulations  to  the  gentlemen  who  originated 
and  worked  out  the  scheme.  Mr.  Faireliild  never  builded 
better  than  when  he  founded  a  scholarship  which  included 
business  knowledge  as  one  of  the  subjects.  Pharmacy  in 
this  country  has  suffered  grievous  harm  during  the  past 
generation  simply  because  we  have  insisted  on  men  cram- 
ming themselves  with  science,  to  the  neglect  of  bread-and- 
butter  knowledge,  and  not  too  soon  have  we  awakened 

| to  a  realisation  of  the  fact.  With  the  exception  of  the 
Eairchild,  all  existing  scholarships  in  this  country  still 
ignore  business  entirely,  but  the  action  of  the  Glasgow 
Association  shows  that  the  leaven  i6  at  work. 

The  Adulteration  of  Santonin 

appears  to  be  a  pretty  old 
story ;  santonica  itself  used  to  be  adulterated  with  tansy- 
seeds  (which  had  formerly  a  great  reputation  as  a 
remedy  for  worms) ;  and  I  dare  say  that  even  tansy-seeds 
were  occasionally  adulterated  with  something  else.  It  is 
the  way  of  the  world.  The  Easter  season  reminds  us  of 
another  use  of  tansy.  The  juices  of  this  and  other  herbs, 
particularly  of  spinach  and  sorrel,  were  ingredients  in  the 
famous  cakes  and  puddings  thence  called  "  tanseys,"  which 
were  as  essential  a  feature  of  the  Easter  as  mince-pies  of 
the  Christmas  festival.  These  juices  are  supposed  to 
have  been  regarded  as  representing  the  "bitter  herbs  ' 
of  the  Passover  meal,  but  from  the  indigestible  nature  of 
the  receipts  for  tanseys  given  by  Sir  Kenelm  Digby  it 
seems  possible  that  the  reputation  of  the  herb  tansy  may 
have  led  to  its  inclusion  as  a  corrective. 

The  Latest  Instalment 

of  the  Oxford  English  Dictionary,  a 
double  section  containing  all  words  beginning  with  Th, 
is  of  extraordinary  interest.  "  Thebaine ''  and  its 
allies  are  the  first  words  of  pharmaceutical  interest 
that  I  notice.  They  recall  the  fact  that  Egypt  was  a 
chief  source  of  opium,  which  for  that  reason  acquired 
the  names  "the  Theban  drug"  and  "the  Thebaic 
extract."  "  Theriac  "  is  the  subject  of  another  interesting 
article.  The  first  meaning  of  the  Greek  theriaca  was 
"pertaining  to  animals,"  and  it  was  given  to  the  famous 
medicine  as  much  because  the  latter  contained  vipers  as 
because  it  was  an  antidote  to  their  poison.  The  gradual 
change  from  "  theriaca  "  to  "  treacle  "  is  seen  in  the  inter- 
mediate forms  "  theriace,"  "  theriacle,"  "triacle."  The 
value  of  this  great  Dictionary  may  be  estimated  from  the 
fact  that  this  instalment  contains  about  170  words  com- 
pounded with  the  prefix  thermo-,  which  is  nearly  a  tenth 
of  the  whole  number  of  words  in  the  corresponding  portion 
of  the  "Century"  Dictionary.  The  word  "thermo- 
meter "  first  appeared,  in  French,  in  1624,  in  its  English 
form  in  1633.  The  original  name  of  the  first  forms  of  this 
instrument  was  "  thernioscope,"  now  given  to  a  different 
one  invented  by  Count  Rumford  in  1804.  "Thermos," 
the  name  of  the  flask  invented  by  Sir  James  Dewar.  dates 
from  1904. 

Words  Compounded 

with  the  formative  element  thio- 
(Greek  theion  =  sulphur)  form  an  important  group,  the 
latest  member  of  which  is  "  thioform."  The  etymology  of 
"thus  (the  gum)  and  "thyme"  is  curious;- it  is  sug- 
gested that  ultimately  they  both  come  from  the  same 
source,  a  Greek  root  from  which  is  formed  the  verb 
thyein,  to  burn  sacrifice.  "Thrush"  (the  disease)  is  of 
Xorse  origin,  and  its  alternative  "  frog  "  appears  to  be 
another  form  of  it  due  to  an  old  phonetic  confusion. 
"  Thrush,"  as  applied  to  the  disease  in  horses'  hoofs,  is 
not  known  to  be  connected  with  this ;  possibly  it  may 
come  from  the  Danish  troske.  rotten  wood.  Several 
interesting  plant-names  occur  in  this  section,  of  which 
"thorn  apple."  "thrift."  "thuya"  (properly  "thya"). 
"  thlaspi,"  and  "  thistle  "  may  be  mentioned.  *  The  vexed 
question  of  the  identity  of  the  Scotch  thistle  is  not  settled 
(there  are  four  competitors  for  the  honour),  aud  nothing 
is  said  of  the  plant's  former  reputation  in  medicine.  The 
Blessed  Thistle  retained  its  place  in  the  Edinburgh 
Pharmacopoeia  until  last  century  tinder  the  name  C  erftaurea 
Benedicta.

Sandalwood  Oil. 

A  Welcome  Contribution  to  East  Indian  sandalwood-oil 
research,  by  Mr.  Puran  Singh,  F.C.S.,  chemist  at  the 
Forest  Research  Institute,  Dehra  Dun,  has  been  published 
as  a  Forest  Bulletin  (No.  6).  The  full  title  of  the  note  is 
"  A  Memorandum  on  the  Oil-value  of  Some  Sandal- woods 
from  Madras."  The  main  interest  lies  in  the  fact  that  the 
investigation,  which  is  concerned  with  the  influence  of 
locality  and  soil  on  the  oil-content  of  Santolum  album, 
Linn.,  has  been  conducted  on  the  spot.  Fifteen  specimens 
of  sandal-woods  supplied  by  the  Conservator  of  Forests, 
Madras,  have  been  examined,  and  the  results  obtained  go 
to  confirm  the  belief  that  the  wood  from  plants  grown 
on  dry  rocky  mountain  soils  yields  more  oil  than  that  from 
trees  of  the  fertile  plains.  In  connection  with  the  low 
yield  of  oil  obtained  by  Madras  distillers  (on  an  average 
2.5  per  cent.,  against  3  to  6  per  cent,  by  European  dis- 
tillers) Mr.  Singh  says  this  is  possibly  due  to  chips  of  wood 
being  used.  That  this  is  the  true  explanation  is  seen  by 
the  yield  of  5  to  6  per  cent,  of  oil  from  sandalwood 
obtained  by  the  Kanauj  distillers  of  the  United  Provinces, 
but  in  this  case  the  wood  is  reduced  to  fine  powder  and 
soaked  for  forty-eight  hours  before  it  is  put  in  the  stills, 
the  distillation  taking  a  week,  working  night  and  day.  The 
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research  adds  nothing  to  the  chemistry  of  the  oil,  but 
particulars  are  given  of  the  three  methods  used  in  esti- 
mating the  amount  of  volatile  oil  in  sandalwood  : 

Method  I.  consists  in  steam-distilling  500  grams  of  filings 
•of  sandalwood  until  the  distillate  is  free  from  particles  of 
•oil — usually  about  a  week.  Each  day's  milky  distillate  is 
shaken  out  with  chloroform.  The  separated  chloroformic 
solutions  are  bulked  and  the  solvent  distilled  off,  the  resi- 
dual oil  before  weighing  being  freed  from  the  last  traces 
of  chloroform  by  a  gentle  current  of  air. 

Method  II. — About  10  to  15  grams  of  sandalwood  filings 
Ls  extracted  with  ether  in  a  Soxhlet  apparatus  for  twelve 
to  fourteen  hours.  The  ether  is  removed  from  the  extractive 
by  distillation,  and  the  residue  is  then  distilled  with  steam, 
and  the  oil  extracted  with  chloroform  as  in  Method  I. 
Distillation  of  the  oil  is  complete  in  about  four  to  five 
hours. 

Method  HI. — About  10  to  15  grams  of  sandalwood  filings 
is  extracted  with  three  successive  small  quantities  of  alcohol 
by  boiling  over  a  water-bath,  using  a  reflux  condenser, 
and  l>eads  to  avoid  bumping.  The  alcohol  is  recovered, 
and  the  extract  and  the  residual  powder  steam-distilled. 
Che  distillates  are  extracted  with  chloroform,  and  further 
•treatment  follows  as  in  Method  I.  Maceration  of  the  sandal- 
wood with  cold  alcohol  for  a  week,  in  place  of  hot  extraction, 
gives  similar  results. 

Method  I.  is  tedious,  but  gives  results  comparable  with 
those  obtained  on  a  commercial  scale.  With  Method  II. 
the  yields  are  uniformly  low.  Method  III.  is  claimed  to 
be  speedy  and  accurate,  and  to  give  results  in  close  agree- 
ment with  those  of  the  first  process.  Sample  15  in  the 
■table  below  was  the  only  one  examined  by  all  three 
methods,  the  yields  being  (I.)  4.33,  (II.)  3.60,  and  (III.) 
3.75.  Sample  No.  13  gave  4.07  of  oil  by  (I.)  and  3.97 
by  (III.).  Our  table  is  a  collation  of  two  tables  given  in  the 
memorandum,  and  summarises  the  author's  results.  The 
woods  consisted  of  stem-pieces,  except  Nos.  4  and  6,  which 
were  from  roots  :

The  low  values  for  oil  obtained  from  Nos.  2,  3,  5,  7,  and  12 
are  due  to  the  fact  that  the  samples  consisted  mostly  of 
sap-wood,  with  very  little  heart-wood.  Specimens  4  and  5, 
and  6  and  7,  are  pairs  typical  of  good  and  bad  soils  in 
trie  Forest  Range.  Specimens  Nos.  9,  13,  14,  and  15 
were  grown  on  poorer  soils,  and  were  richer  in  oil  than 
"Nos.  8,  10,  and  11,  which  were  obtained  from  comparatively 
tferlile  ground,  a  result  in  accord  with  the  opinion  ex- 


pressed in  Gildemeister  and  Hoffmann's  "Essential  Oils 
Incidentally  the  variation  in  oil-content  is  in  better  accord 
with  Parry  (1.5  to  6  per  cent.)  than  Gildemeister  and 
Hoffmann  (3  to  5  per  cent.).  Mr.  Singh  considers  the 
setting-up  of  a  modern  sandalwood-oil  plant  might  reason- 
ably prove  a  profitable  venture  in  Bombay,  Mysore, 
Madras,  or  Kanauj.  Although  we  wish  more  samples; 
had  been  investigated  and  fuller  figures  given,  the  research 
is  the  first  of  a  type  which  will  be  welcomed  in  the 
essential-oil  world.  The  results  already  obtained  show 
that  the  author  has  lit  upon  a  fruitful  line  of  investiga- 
tion which,  if  followed  up,  will  have  an  important  bearing 
on  the  future  production  of  sandalwood  in  India.  The 
scarcity  of  the  product  in  conjunction  with  adaptation  of 
the  plant  to  comparatively  barren  land  would  appear  to 
make  it  one  worthy  of  even  fuller  attention  by  the  Forest 
Departments  of  Eastern  India. 

Secret-medicine  Inquiry. 

in. 

The  United  States  of  America  is  the  home  of  the  more 
notorious  remedies  whose  sale  in  the  United  Kingdom 
gave  rise  to  a  discussion  a  few  years  ago  about  the 
necessity  for  controlling  or  limiting  the  sale  of  such 
articles.  The  leaders  of  the  secret-remedy  business  in  this 
country,  as  represented  in  the  Proprietary  Articles  Section 
of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  have  not  hesitated 
to  range  themselves  on  the  side  of  the  protesters  against 
such  misleading  nostrums,  and  have  objected  to  their 
products  being  classed  with  them.  In  view  of  these  cir- 
cumstances and  the  fact  that  the  secret-remedies  business 
in  the  United  States  is  proportionably  greater  than  in  this 
country,  it  is  perhaps  not  surprising  that  no  law  directly 
bearing  upon  this  industry  was  enacted  until  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  was  passed  in  1906.  This  Act  forbids  the 
manufacture,  sale,  and  transportation  of  adulterated  or 
misbranded  or  poisonous  or  deleterious  foods,  drugs,  medi- 
cines, and  liquids,  and  regulates  the  traffic  therein  between 
the  States.  The  law  has  been  salutary,  and  has  stopped 
in  a  great  measure  the  gross  adulteration  and  faking  of 
foods  which  prevailed  in  the  United  States.  The  same 
is  true  in  a  measure  regarding  medicines,  whether  simple 
or  compound,  official,  unofficial,  or  secret ;  and  it  .is 
generally  admitted  by  leading  druggists  and  pharmacists 
that  the  Act  has  been  of  real  service  both  to  the  trade 
and  to  the  public,  especially  in  regulating  the  business  in 
proprietary  medicines,  which  had  been  carried  on  in  many 
instances  by  persons  ignorant  of  the  properties  and  uses 
of  drugs,  and  who  conducted  their  processes  of  manu- 
facture with  gross  carelessness.  From  the  forensic  points 
of  view  the  Act  is  bad,  because  it  i6  legislation  by  refer- 
ence, the  provisions  which  traders  have  to  conform  to 
being  embodied  chiefly  in  a  series  of  regulations  drawn 
up  by  a  Department  which  obtained  the  enactment,  pro- 
vided the  material  for  its  foundation,  and  formulated  the 
regulations  to  suit  the  principles  or  theories  of  the  Depart- 
ment, rather  than  the  needs  of  the  people.  That  the 
purpose  of  the  Department  was  good  no  fair-minded  persons 
can  deny,  and  the  results  gained  have  been  excellent;  but 
hostility  between  the  Department  and  manufacturers  has 
been  prominent  from  the  first,  and  it  has  culminated  in  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  Harvey  W.  Wiley,  the  head  chemist, 
as  a  protest  against  control  by  officials  of  a  different  way 
of  thinking  from  himself.  Into  the  merits  of  the  matter 
it  is  unnecessary  for  us  to  enter,  and  it  is  mentioned  here 
as  an  instance  of  what  should  be  avoided  if  our  statutes 
are  altered  as   a  result  of  the   Parliamentary  inquiry. 
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Most  of  the  internal  opposition  to  the  American  law  is 
not  against  the  Act  but  against  regulations  made  by  the 
Department,  and  we  may  recall  the  remarks  on  this  point 
by  Mr.  Justice  Holmes  when  the  Supreme  Court  held  a 
regulation,  under  which  a  misbranding  charge  was  brought, 
to  be  -ultra  vires  (C.  <£•  D.,  January  6,  index  folio  17).  He 
said  : 

By  Section  4  of  the  Act  the  determination  whether  an 
article  is  misbranded  is  left  to  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  which  is  most  natural  if 
the  question  concerns  ingredients  and  kind,  but  hardly 
so  as  to  medical  'effects.  .  .  .  We  shall  say  nothing  as 
to  the  limits  of  constitutional  power,  and  but  a  word  as 
to  what  Congress  was  likely  to  attempt.  It  was  much  more 
likely  to  regulate  commerce  in  food  and  drugs  with  refer- 
ence to  plain  matter  of  fact,  so  that  food  and  drugs  should 
be:  what  they  professed  to  be,  when  the  kind  was  stated, 
than  to  distort  the  uses  of  its  constitutional  power  to  estab- 
lishing criteria  in  regions  where  opinions  are  far  apart. 

So  far  as  secret  remedies  are  concerned  the  main  pro- 
vision of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  in  Section  8,  which 
considers  a  medicine  to  be  misbranded  if  the  packages  or 
labels  bear  any  statement,  design,  or  device  regarding 
such  article,  or  the  ingredients  of  such  as  is  contained 
therein,  which  is  false  or  misleading  in  any  particular. 
Under  this  section  numerous  regulations  have  been  drafted 
and  are  enforced  which  are  more  voluminous  than  the  Act 
itself.  First  the}'  deal  with  the  label,  setting  forth  the  size 
of  type  and  the  manner  of  setting  it,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  manufacturer,  the  character  of  the  name 
{e.g.,  forbidding  the  use  of  geographical  names  for  a 
product  which  is  not  manufactured  or  produced  in  that 
place),  also  compounds,  imitations,  and  blends,  substitu- 
tion and  declaration  in  regard  to  the  contents  of  medicinal 
preparations.  These  regulations  require  broadly  a  declara- 
tion on  the  label  of  the  amount  of  alcohol,  if  any,  con- 
tained in  a  drug  with  the  proportion  thereof,  and  the 
declaration  of  the  name  of  any  toxic  drug,  if  any,  con- 
tained in  the  medicine,  with  a  statement  of  the  maximum 
quantity  or  proportion  of  such  substance  present.  The 
following  are  the  substances  to  which  these  provisions 
apply  : 

Alcohol,  Ethyl:  (Cologne  spirits.  Grain  alcohol,  Rectified 
spirits,  Spirits,  and  Spirits  of  wine). 
Derivatives — 

Aldehyde.  Ether,  Ethyl  acetate,  Ethyl  nitrite,  and  Paral- 
dehyde.

It  should  be  noted  that  the  law  does  not  require  the 
formulas  of  medicinal  preparations  to  be  printed  on  the 
labels  or  in  any  manner  declared  by  the  manufacturers, 
and  if  a  medicine  does  not  contain  any  of  the  ingredients- 
mentioned  in  the  above  list  no  declaration  is  necessary 
in  respect  to  it  so  far  as  the  label  is  concerned.  If  a 
medicine  contains  any  of  the  ingredients  in  the  li6t,  and' 
the  fact  is  not  stated  in  the  label,  it  is  treated  as  a  mis- 
branded article,  and  may  be  confiscated.  Besides  this 
misbranding  there  have  been  numerous  convictions  in 
respect  to  statements  which  the  authorities  have  con- 
sidered to  be  incorrect,  to  use  a  mild  term,  and  instances 
of  these  have  been  published  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  as  the  Courts  have  decided  them.  A  few 
examples  may  be  mentioned  here,  the  wording  being  as- 
in  the  official  charges  : 

"  Beaver  and  Oil  Compound,"  held  to  be  misbranded 
because  it  was  not  a  beaver-oil  compound,  nor  an  animal 
oil.  but  a  gasoline  solution  of  oleoresin  of  capsicum,  oil  of 
sassafras,  and  about  one-third  of  1  per  cent,  of  non-volatile 
matter,  not  animal  oil. 

Tablets  stated  to  "  cure  headache  in  ten  minutes."  held 
to  be  misbranded  because  they  could  not  remove  the  cause 
of  the  headache  and  could  not  cure  headache  in  ten  minutes, 
or  in  any  other  time,  and  could  not  even  relieve  headaches 
due  to  certain  causes,  such  as  brain-tumours,  heart-disease, 
neurania,  or  meningitis. 

A  drug  called  "  Cancerine,"  held  to  be  misbranded 
because  the  name  was  false  and  misleading,  in  that  it 
implied  that  the  drug  would  cure  or  tend  to  cure  •  cancer, 
which  statement  was  not  true  and  is  not  true. 

"  Funny-how-Quick  headache  and  neuralgia  cure,"  held 
to  be  misbranded  because  in  truth  and  in  fact  it  was  not 
a  quick  headache  and  neuralgia  cure,  and  also  because  it 
was  stated  "  it  will  not  cause  a  habit."  whereas  in  truth 
and  in  fact  it  was  a  habit-forming  drug  in  that  it  con- 
tained acetanilide. 

Such  examples  might  be  extended  to  scores,  but  they 
will  suffice  to  show  that  one  effect  of  the  Act  has  been  to 
stop  extravagant  claims  in  respect  of  remedies,  and  prac- 
tically to  obliterate  the  use  of  the  word  "cure  "  in  con- 
nection with  medicines.  The  majority  of  manufacturers 
take  advantage  of  a  provision  in  the  regulations  whereby, 
before  placing  the  articles  on  the  market,  they  may  file 
with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  a  guarantee  to  the  effect 
that  the  articles  are  not  adulterated  or  misbranded  withirs 
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the  meaning  of  the  Act,  whereupon  the  Secretary  supplies 
the  manufacturer  with  the  eerial  number  for  the  product, 
and  guaranty-labels  are  used  on  the  articles.  Much  more 
•detail  is  in  the  regulations,  which  it  is  unnecessary  to 
refer  to  here,  as  no  other  principles  are  represented  saving 
the  two  cardinals— first,  the  declaration  of  the  nature,  and 
quantity  of  etrong-acting  ingredients  (a  principle  embodied 
in  our  poisons  law),  and  second,  the  prohibition  of  ex- 
travagant and  untruthful  claims  in  respect  to  remedies. 
Neither  in  the  Act  nor  in  the  regulations  is  the  manufac- 
turer required  to  declare  the  formula  of  his  preparation 
or  the  method  of  manufacture,  and  recent  judgments, 
apart  from  the  one  which  we  have  quoted,  have  a  tendency 
to  curb  the  excessive  enthusiasm  of  administrators  who 
were  stretching  the  law  unduly  and  interfering  with  the 
rights  of  traders. 


Trade  and  the  Strike. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  March,  which  were  issued 
on  Tuesday,  cover  the  period  during  which  the  great  coal 
strike  was  in  operation,  but  it  is  surprising  that  the  effect 
on  trading  is  not  yet  noticeable  to  any  extent,  except  as 
regards  fuel.  Imports  are  up,  total  exports  are  up,  but 
British  exports  are  slightly  less.  The  imports  for  March 
■were  61,187,949?.,  against  58,538,3827.  last  year,  or  an 
increase  of  2,649,5677.  During  the  first  three  months  of 
the  year  the  imports  amounted  to  187,887,948?.,  as  com- 
pared with  177,275,4187.  for  the  first  quarter  of  last  year, 
an  increase  of  10,612,5307.  The  total  exports  (British  and 
re-exports)  during  March  amounted  to  51,580,677?.,  as  com- 
pared with  50,038,5787.  in  March  last  year,  the  increase 
being  1,542,0997.  During  the  past  three  months  the  total 
exports  (British  and  re-exports)  were  149,807,0637.  against 
142,048,1577.,  an  increase  of  7,758,9067.  over  the  total 
•exports  during  the  first  quarter  of  1911.  British  exports 
last  month  show  the  slight  decrease  of  149,9417.,  being 
40,713,9717.  against  40,863,912?.  Taking  the  British 
exports  for  the  quarter  just  closed,  there  is  still  a 
gain  of  4.373,2497.  as  compared  with  1911 ;  and  taking 
the  comparison  back  to  1910,  the  gain  is  17,734,5697.  The 
features  of  the  March  imports  include  653,1807.  more  for 
food,  drink,  and  tobacco,  of  which  about  half  (314,4347.) 
was  for  non-dutiable  food  and  drink.  Raw-material 
imports  increased  1,180,832?.,  the  most  notable  item  in 
the  list  being  1,955,5457.  more  for  cotton  (the  increase  in 
weight  was  1,402,075  centals) ;  wool,  however,  was  less  by 
560,5307.  Manufactured  imports  were  up  by  784,310?.,  this 
including  26,8737.  more  for  chemicals  and  the  like,  the 
imports  of  such  being  valued  at  1,039,3397.  On  the  export 
side  the  chief  interest  centres  in  raw  materials,  among 
which  coal  and  coke  exports  were  less  by  2,053,6997.,  but  in 
spite  of  this  the  net  decline  in  raw  materials  is  only 
1.927,9297.  less.  Manufactured  exports  during  March  show 
a  gain  of  1,001,451?.,  an  outstanding  feature  being  441,0917. 
more  for  chemicals,  drugs,  etc.,  the  figures  being  as 
follows  :

Chemicals,  in  fact,  show  the  second  biggest  increase  in 
the  schedule,  iron  and  steel  goods  being  the  first  with 
579,8997.  More  minus  signs  than  usual  are  shown  in  the 
manufactured  group,  but  the  falling-off,  with  the  exception 
of  two  notable  items  (cotton  and  wool),  is  small.  It  would 
appear  that  the  abnormal  activity  in  the  chemical  trade 
last  month  was  partly  due  to  the  disposition  of  consumers 
abroad  to  provide  against  emergencies  as  the  result  of  the 


coal  strike,  but  apart  from  this,  business  has  been  active 
for  months  past.  We  give  the  leading  export  items  during 
March  for  the  past  three  years  :

We  give  the  above  figures  in  more  detail  than  usual,  as 
March  was  a  critical  month,  the  strike  being  in  operation 
throughout.  The  figures  are  very  favourable,  with  the 
exception  of  bleaching-powder  and  soda-compounds.  The 
falling-off  in  the  first  is  due  to  lessened  production  and 
scarcity,  as  the  result  of  closing  down  of  works,  and  the 
second  is  due  to  the  substantial  reduction  which  takes  place 
in  soda-ash  at  the  end  of  June.  The  medicine  figures  as  a 
whole  continue  to  show  improvement,  and  as  more  interest 
has  been  taken  in  the  quinine  market  of  late  we  give  details 
below  :

It  will  be  seen  that  the  1912  figures  show  a  gain  of 
1,642,3867.  over  those  of  1910.  The  quarter's  medicine 
exports  attained  556,8387.,  or  70,0647.  more  than  in  1911. 
This  included  25,1607.  for  opium  dried  and  powdered  in 
the  United  Kingdom  (which  was  exported  to  the  U.S.A.), 
a  gain  of  23,5057.  Glycerin  shows  a  decline  of  22,335  cwt., 
mostly  in  distilled. 

Taking  into  account  the  fact  that  the  export  of  coal 
showed  a  decline  of  over  two  millions  sterling,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  general  export  trade  of  the  country  was  well 
maintained.  The  small  decline  of  150,000?.  in  exports  mav 
be  easily  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  was  one  less 
working-day  in  March  this  year  than  last,  the  month 
including  five  Sundays.  No  doubt  some  of  the  conse- 
quences of  the  strike  will  be  apparent  in  the  April  returns, 
but  apart  from  that  there  has  so  far  been  no  decided 
check  to  the  high-water-mark  figures  of  the  past  two  or1 
three  years. 


False  Marking  of  Goods. 

We  understand  that  at  the  forthcoming  annual  Congress 
of  the  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the  British  Empire,  which 
is  to  be  held  in  London  in  June  next,  a  resolution  will  be 
brought  forward  by  the  London  Chamber  urging  the 
necessity  for  the  more  strict  enforcement  of  the  local  laws 
relating  to  the  false  marking  of  goods,  and  for  such  further 
legislation  as  may  be  necessary,  with  or  without  the 
co-operation  of  foreign  Governments.  At  the  same  Confer- 
ence a  resolution  will  be  submitted  on  behalf  of  the  Van- 
couver Board  of  Trade  urging  the  appointment  of  a  Royal 
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Commission  to  investigate  and,  if  possible,  recommend  a 
uniform  system  of  weights,  measures,  and  currency 
throughout  the  British  Empire. 

The  Lapse. 

The  term  "  section  "  should  not  be  used  in  regard  to  Bills, 
the  parts  of  which  are  clauses.  ...  So  also  "  section"  and 
"sub-section"  are  the  proper  terms  to  use  in  respect  to  the 
parts  of  an  Act. — C,  &  D.,  April  6,  index  folio  515.

Prevention  of  Corruption. 

An  amendment  Bill  (No.  104)  has  been  introduced  into 
the  House  of  Commons  by  Sir  Albert  Spicer,  M.P.,  the 
object  of  which  is  to  allow  any  prosecution  for  an  offence 
under  the  Prevention  of  Corruption  Act,  1906,  to  be 
instituted  without  first  obtaining  the  consent  in  England 
of  the  Attorney-General  or  Solicitor-General,  and  in  Ire- 
land of  the  Attorney-General  or  Solicitor-General  for 
Ireland.  The  Bill  fm*ther  provides  for  an  offender  being 
committed  for  trial  before  a  jury,  where  the  Court  of 
Summary  Jurisdiction  thinks  it  desirable  that  he  should 
be  so  tried  and  even  where  the  accused  has  not  exercised 
his  option  of  a  trial  upon  indictment.  It  also  extends  the 
time  in  which  offences  may  be  dealt  with  summarily  from 
six  months  to  two  years.  We  do  not  think  that  the  experi- 
ence of  the  Act  is  sufficient  to  warrant  the  check  upon 
too  free  prosecutions  which  is  provided  in  reference  to 
the  Crown  law  officers. 

American  Medicinal  Herbs. 

Bulletin  No.  219  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  of 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  is  by  Miss  Alice 
Henkel,  and  deals  with  American  medicinal  leaves  and 
herbs.  The  bulletin  forms  the  third  instalment  on  the 
subject  of  American  plants,  root-drugs  and  medicinal 
barks  being  dealt  with  in  the  two  previous  ones.  Of  the 
thirty-six  plants  described  fifteen  are  official  in  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia,  but  the  main  interest  to  British 
readers  is  the  fine  illustrations  accompanied  by  descrip- 
tions of  such  typical  American  plants  as  witch  hazel 
(Hamamelis  virginiana,  L.),  yerba  santa  {Eriodictyon 
calif  ornicum),  wintergreen  (Gaultheria  procumbens), 
lobelia  (Lobelia  inflata,  L.),  and  gum  plant  (Grindelia 
robusta,  Nutt.,  and  G.  squarrosa,  Dunal),  as  well  as  lesser- 
known  plants  such  as  the  pipsissewa  (Chhnaphila  umbel- 
lata)  and  American  senna  {Cassia  marilandica,  L.).  Be- 
sides descriptions  the  synonyms  and  common  names,  collec- 
tion, uses,  and  prices  of  the  drugs  n^e  given.  The  last 
of  the  series  amply  fulfils  the  expectations  raised  by  the 
two  previous  bulletins. 


Chilian  Honey  and  Wax.— Chile  produces  about  5,500  tons 
of  honey  and  over  1,000  tons  of  beeswax  annually  (according

IV.— A  Survey  of  Charging  Methods. 

By  Scrutator. 

IT  is  significant  of  the  trend  of  thought  and  theory  on 
thi6  problem  that  in  the  series  of  instructive  articles  in 
the  C.  <t-  D.  propounding  solutions  of  it,  and  in  the  discus- 
sion of  the  subject  among  pharmacists  throughout  the 
country,  it  is  invariably  postulated  that  we  must  prepare 
ourselves  for  an  adaptive  modification  of  the  German  or 
other  Continental  State  Insurance  dispensing-tariff.  It 
seems  to  be  the  prevailing  impression  that  it  is  not  so 
much  a  question  of  the  relative  merits  of  the  Continental 
and  our  conventional  system,  or  of  the  inevitable  tendency 
to  take  the  line  of  least  resistance  by  borrowing  instead  of 
begetting  a  method.  The  cause  of  the  preference  lies 
deeper  in  the  growing  conviction  of  the  business-men  class 
of  pharmacists  that  in  arranging  terms  of  payment  with 
the  Local  Insurance  Committees  or  the  Commissioners  it 
is  essential,  in  order  to  satisfy  these  authorities  of  the 
reasonableness  of  their  case,  that  the  representatives  of 
"persons,  firms,  and  bodies  corporate"  on  the  panel 
should  fully  define  and  detail  all  charges  for  supplies  and 
services.  If  we  may  judge  by  the  present  practice  of  Poor- 
law  and  other  public  bodies,  the  administrative  authorities 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  Part  I.,  are  likely  to 
insist  on  knowing  exactly  what  they  are  getting  and  have 
to  pay  for.  It  does  not  follow,  however,  that  the  em- 
panelled members  of  the  Pharmacy  Service  must  submit  to 
an  unprofitable  bargain.  And  this  raises  the  crucial  ques- 
tion as  to  what  cardinal  principles  must  be  embodied  in  a 
dispensing-tariff  if  it  is  to  ensure  (1)  an  adequate  profit 
on  the  drugs,  etc.,  supplied,  and  (2)  an  equitable  return 
for  the  professional  service  of  dispensing. 

The  current  system  covers  these  requirements  by  an 
application  of  the  law  of  averages  as  settled  by  more  or  less 
free  competition  in  the  open  market.  Thus,  if  the  average 
price  for  a  6-oz.  mixture  be  10c?.  or  Is.',  it  may  safely  be 
assumed  that  this  amount  yields  an  adequate  although 
not  ample  profit  to  the  vendor.  But,  as  every  retail 
pharmacist  is  painfully  aware,  the  law  of  averages,  even 
with  such  compensation  as  an  additional  charge  for  costly 
ingredients  or  difficult  manipulation,  often  victimises  him. 
because  the  average  is  too  low,  and  therefore  discriminates 
against  the  man  who  seeks  to  do  his  work  thoroughly  and 
honestly.  Therefore,  it  is  obvious  that  if  the  legitimate' 
rights  and  interests  of  the  empanelled  members  of  the 
Pharmacy  Service  are  to  be  safeguarded,  a  State  Insurance 
dispensing-tariff  must  provide  (a)  for  a  separate  and 
minimum  quantitative  charge  for  each  ingredient  in  a 
prescription,  and  (b)  for  a  dispensing-fee. 

Granted  the  validity  and  necessity  of  these  principles- 
it  remains  only  to  discuss  the  mechanism  of  the  tariff. 
And  here  we  suffer  from  an  embarrassment  of  riches, 
although  on  comparative  examination  all  the  published 
projects  are  found  to  have  much  in  common.  Thus,  in 
suggesting  the  tariff  for  drugs,  there  is  a  general  adoption 
of  the  wholesaler's  rule  of  fixing  the  oz.  and  drachm 
prices  by  dividing  the  list  price  for  the  lb.  and  oz.  by 
12  and  6  respectively — a  plan  which,  with  such  adjust- 
ments to  round  numbers  in  pence  as  Mr.  H.  C.  Richards 
suggests  (in  what  is  by  far  the  most  practically  useful 
contribution  hitherto  made  to  the  subject),  would  yield  an 
average  gross  profit  of  from  45  to  50  per  cent,  on  cost, 
or  from  30  to  33.3  per  cent,  on  turnover.  All  the  other 
proposals  made  come  within  these  limits.  It  is  the  general 
experience  of  those  who  carry  on  business  in  the  retail 
drug-trade,  and  especially  of  such  as  have  any  actuarial 
knowledge,  that  with  working  expenses  ranging  from  15  to 
20  per  cent,  of  the  total  turnover,  a  net  profit  of  from  13 
to  17  per  cent,  is  a  poor  return  for  the  capital  invested 
and  the  education  and  professional  skill  and  responsibility 
required  for  conducting  the  business  of  a  retail  pharma- 
cist. But,  unfortunately,  the  uninstructed  layman,  while 
acutely  conscious  of  the  apparent  magnitude  of  the  gross 
percentage  figures,  is  often  obtuse  to  their  true  economic 
inwardness  ;  so  that  any  method  of  segregating  profits  is 
bound  to  be  invidious.  If  prospective  members  of  the 
Pharmacy  Service  are  well  advised  they  will,  through  their 
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National  Committees,  compile  a  price-list  securing  a 
reasonable  profit  for  the  articles  included,  and  submit  it 
for  consideration  to  the  Insurance  Commissioners  for  the 
respective  countries  with  a  request  that,  subject  to  adjust- 
ment and  periodical  revision,  annually  or  oftener,  it 
should  be  issued  by  the  Commissioners  as  the  official  list 
governing  any  arrangements  for  the  supplying  and  dis- 
pensing of  drugs,  etc.,  entered  into  between  the  Local 
Insurance  Committees  and  the  pharmaceutical  panels. 

Dispensing-fee. 

While  all  tariffists  accept  the  principle  of  a  separate 
dispensing-fee,  there  is  some  difference  of  opinion  as  to 
the  precise  form  that  it  should  take.  For  example,  some 
argue  for  an  inclusive  dispensing-fee  of  2d.  for  dispensing 
each  prescription,  whether  it  be  for  a  single  powder  or 
twelve,  a  1-oz.  or  a  20-oz.  mixture.  Others — e.g.,  Mr. 
H.  C.  Richards — propose  a  uniform  dispensing-fee  of  2d., 
with  a  charge  for  time  of  Is.  per  hour,  averaged  accord- 
ing to  the  class  of  dispensing  work — e.g.,  fifteen  minutes 
for  making  a  dozen  pills ;  and  a  third  section  maintain 
that  the  simplest  plan  is  to  drop  the  fee  and  charge  all 
dispensing  work  at  the  rate  of  2s.  per  hour. 

The  proposal  for  an  inclusive  fee  of  2d.  for  each  prescrip- 
tion is  inadmissible,  because  it  disregards  or  discounts 
the  factor  of  time,  which  must  enter  into  any  just  esti- 
mate of  the  remuneration  required.  As  the  other  two 
proposals  do  take  cognisance  of  this  factor,  it  is  impor- 
tant to  ascertain — first,  whether  the  factor  is  sound;  and, 
secondly,  what  difference,  if  any,  there  is  in  the  rate  of 
remuneration  yielded  by  each  method. 

For  convenience,  the  time-value  of  the  dispenser's  work 
may  be  assumed  to  include  a  less  computable  component — ■ 
viz.,  his  professional  knowledge  and  skill.  According  to 
Section  15,  Sub-section  5  (iii)  of  the  National  Insurance 
Ait.  when  arrangements  are  made  for  the  dispensing  of 
medicines  with  "  persons,  firms,  or  bodies  corporate,"  they 
shall 

"  undertake  that  all  medicines  supplied  by  them  to  insured 
persons  shall  be  dispensed  either  by  or  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  or  by  a  person 
who  for  throe  years  prior  to  the  passing  of  this  Act  has 
acted  as  a  dispenser  to  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner 
or  a  public  institution." 

As  conformity  with  this  provision  is  certain  to  be  strictly 
enforced,  we  are  well  within  the  mark  in  estimating  that 


for  dispensing  merely  covers  the  employer's  wages-bill, 
and  he  must  seek  elsewhere  for  wages  of  superintendence, 
profits,  and  return  for  invested  capital.  These  are  all 
supposed  to  come  out  of  the  trading  profit  on  the  drugs, 
etc.,  supplied  and  the  dispensing-fee.  It  therefore 
becomes  of  importance  to  ascertain,  if  only  approximately, 
the  relative  revenue  values  of  two  proposed  tariff  schemes 
as  compared  with  current  minimum  prices.  These  data 
are  furnished  by  the  subjoined  table.  An  analysis  of 
1,000  or  10,000  prescriptions  would  probably  somewhat 
modify  the  results  without  materially  altering  their  rela- 
tive values.

It  is  necessary  to  explain  that  for  obvious  reasons, 
present  and  prospective,  none  of  the  prescriptions  tabu- 
lated contained  proprietaries.  Perhaps  the  most  surprising 
feature  of  the  comparison  is  the  final  approximation  of 
monetary  result  between  the  two  proposed  State  Insurance 
dispensing-tariffs.  The  discrepancies  which  ante- 
cedently might  be  expected  to  be  greater  are,  save  in  the 
case  of  pills,  generally  negligible ;   so  that,  apart  from 


showing — 

(I.)  Current  store  prices  in  a  large  provincial  city,  and 
two  tariff  schemes  for  State  Insurance  dispensing. 

(II.)  Prices  fixed  by  the  addition  of  an  average  gross 
profit  of  40  per  cent,  to  cost  price,  plus  a  uniform  dis- 
pensing-fee of  2d.,  plus  a  charge  for  time  at  Is.  per 
hour. 

(III.)  Same  profit,  minus  fee,  plus  2s.  per  hour  for 
time.

nine-tenths  of  the  dispensing  for  the  insured  class  will 
be  done  personally  by  registered  pharmacists  as  principals 
or  assistants;  and,  as  is  proved  by  systematic  inquiry 
respecting  the  qualified  assistant  pharmacist's  market 
value  in  Great  Britain,  his  average  wage  is  never  less  than 
Is.  per  hour.    Consequently  a  time-charge  of  Is.  per  hour 


their  intrinsic  merits  and  considerations  of  convenience, 
it  appears  that  both  methods  are  equally  satisfactory. 

There  is  still,  however,  another  factor  in  the  case. 
Suppose  that  in  the  same  hour  one  dispenser  gets  four 
lots  of  prescription  pills  to  compound,  while  another  has 
six  mixtures  to  prepare  :  under  the  first  scheme  the  former 
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-will  be  paid  Is.  8d.,  and  under  the  second  the  latter  will 
get  2s.  It  is  of  importance,  therefore,  to  determine, 
approximately  at  least,  the  relative  frequency  with  which 
prescriptions  for  mixtures,  pilLs,  etc.,  recur  in  average 
dispensing  practice.  The  master-key  is  found  in  the 
average  time  taken  to  dispense  a  prescription.  As  worked 
out  independently  by  various  investigators,  this  average 
is  from  ten  to  eleven  minutes.  The  next  step  is  to  ascer- 
tain the  relative  frequency  rate  by  an  analysis  of  groups 
of  representative  prescriptions,  dealt  with  under  normal 
conditions  of  prescribing  and  dispensing,  for  classes  of 
the  population  from  which  the  insured  class  will  be  drawn. 
All  these  points  are  embodied  and  elucidated  in  the  table 
(index  folio  549).  It  is  probable  that  if  10,000  or  more 
prescriptions  were  taken,  and  the  classification  carried  out 
more  systematically,  the  frequency  rate  for  some  of 
the  classes  might  be  slightly  varied.  But  it  is  highly 
improbable  that  the  ratios  between  the  members  of  the 
list  would  be  materially  affected. 

The  percentage  figures  prove  conclusively  that  literally 
the  only  classes  of  prescription  that  really  count  in 
ordinary  dispensing  practice  are  mixtures,  powders,  and 
ointments.  It  i6  noteworthy,  as  throwing  a  sidelight  on 
the  psychology  of  illusion,  that  each  compiler  who  con- 
tributed a  set  to  the  above  table  felt  positive,  until  con- 
fronted by  hie  own  results,  that  pills  formed  a  much 
larger  part  of  his  dispensing  output.  It  is  evidently  a 
case  of  the  cost  in  effort  influencing  the  estimate  of 
magnitude. 

To  recapitulate.  If,  as  converging  conditions  seem  to 
indicate,  the  tariff  for  State  Insurance  dispensing  is  to 
"be  identical  in  principle  with  the  Continental  model,  the 
adequate  remuneration  of  the  impanelled  members  of  the 
Pharmacy  Service  will  most  effectively  be  secured  by  a 
tariff  on  the  lines  of  the  two  discussed  in  this  article, 
provided  that  the  fundamental  principles  of  a  guaranteed 
profit  on  supplies  and  a  dispensing- fee  for  time,  knowledge, 
and  skill  be  accepted  and  applied.  It  is,  on  economic 
grounds,  a  matter  of  indifference  which  scheme  comes  into 
operation,  or  whether  the  specific  payment  for  time,  etc., 
"be  replaced  by  a  variable  dispensing-fee  regulated  by  a 
time- factor.

Alcohol-yielding  Plants  are  the  subject  of  a  paper  by 
Mr.  J.  H.  Holland  in  the  current  Kew  Bulletin  (No.  3, 
1912).  This  gives  a  resume  of  the  principal  plants  from 
which  alcohol  can  be  obtained,  and  includes  a  useful  biblio- 
graphy of  the  subject. 

Assay  of  Alkaloids.- E.  Kohn  ("Bull.  Soc.  Chim.  de 
France")  extracts  alkaloids  from  syrupy  liquids  by  shaking 
the  liquid  well  with  absolute  alcohol  and  solid  potassium 
carbonate.  The  alcohol  is  decanted  off,  filtered,  and  dis- 
tilled ;  the  small  residue  is  taken  up  with  absolute  alcohol, 
filtered,  again  evaporated,  and  the  residue  is  taken  up' 
with  boiling  chloroform.  After  removal  of  the  chloroform 
from  the  filtered  solution  the  final  residue  is  converted  into 
a  salt  by  solution  in  hydrochloric  acid.  The  alkaloidal 
hydrochloride  thus  obtained  corresponds  to  all  the  alkaloid 
which  was  present  in  the  syrupy  liquid. 

Siam  Benzoin.— An    unsigned   note    in    "De  Indischc 
Mercuur "  states  that  a  microscopical  comparison  of  the 
leaves  and  branches  of  the  Siam  oenzoin  tree  with  those 
of  the  Sumatra  benzoin  tree,  Styrax  Benzoin,  Dryander,  has 
enabled  St'rieeff  to  say  definitely  that  the  Siam  tree  also 
belongs  to  this  species.     Since  the  Sumatra,  Siam,  and 
Palembang  benzoin  trees  have  now  all  been  ascertained  to- 
belong  to  the  same  species,  it  would  appear  that  Tschirch's 
view  that  the  three  are  "  physiological  "  varieties  of  the 
same  species  is  correct.   The  note  points  out  that  it  is  a  oase 
parallel  with  that  of  the  sweet  and  bitter  almonds,  but 
the  parallelism  is  scarcely  complete,  since  -the  Siam  and  1 
Palembang  benzoins  always  contain  benzoic  acid,  and  the 
Sumatra  variety  always  contains  cinnamic  acid.    In  the 
case  of  almonds,  on  the  contrary,  the  essential  difference — 
viz.,  the  production  of  prussic  acid — disappears  on  germina-  | 
tion  of  the  seeds,   sweet  almonds    invariably    producing  I 
prussic  acid  as  soon  as  they  are  allowed  to  grow.    In  fact,  I 
the  sweet  almond  tree  would  appear  to  be  a  cultural  variety,  I 
just  as  Lima  beans,  which  yield  no  prussic  acid,  appear  to  ' 
be  a  cultural  variety  of  Phaseolus  lunalus,  the  seeds  of  j 
which  yield   prussic  acid  in  considerable  quantity  when 
collected  from  wild  or  semi-cultivated  plants.

Association  of  Women  Pharmacists.— A  meeting  was 
held  at  Gordon  Hall,  Gordon  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on 
April  2.

The  first  paper,  Field  Rambles,  by  Miss  Andrews,  referred 
to  the  botanical  side  of  the  question,  the  effect  of  light  on 
the  colour  of  plants,  and  the  best  season  for  English  wild- 
flower  study.  Then  Miss  Gilliatt  read  her  paper  on  The 
Sterilisation  of  Milk,  in  which  she  considered  chiefly  the 
question  of  the  sterilisation  of  milk  for  infants  in  certain 
districts  of  London  and  Paris.  After  dealing  with  the 
contamination  to  which  milk  is  liable,  Miss  Gilliatt  reviewed 
the  methods  in  use  for  sterilising  milk:  (1)  Refrigeration. 
This  method  is  carried  on  at  the  Vincent  Square  Hospital ; 
it  is  expensive,  but  the  results  are  good.  (2)  Pasteurisation. 
The  milk  is  heated  to  between  140°  and  175°  F.,  and  then 
rapidly  cooled.  The  bacteria  of  diphtheria,  enteric,  and 
scarlet  fever  are  killed,  and  possibly  the  tubercle  bacillus. 
There  is  special  apparatus  for  the  pasteurisation  of  milk, 
and  in  practice  the  milk  is  heated  to  180°  F.  and  then  rapidly 
cooled.  Dirt  is  removed  on  the  sieves  before  the  heating 
of  the  milk,  and  the  mixing  of  the  milk  is  so  effective  that 
the  cream  never  separates,  so  the  patients  get  the  full 
value  of  the  milk.  (3)  Sterilisation.  By  this  method  the 
milk  is  heated  to  a  high  temperature  for  a  considerable 
time,  but  the  condition  of  the  milk  is  altered.  Dr.  Budin 
(Paris)  considered  this  an  advantage,  as  it  more  nearly 
resembles  human  milk.  The  fat  emulsion  is  modified,  and 
the  character  of  some  of  the  salts  is  altered.  Dr.  Budin 
recommends  the  use  of  undiluted,  sterile  milk,  upon  which 
infants  prosper  and  suffer  neither  from  rickets,  scurvy,  nor 
infantile  diarrhoea.  Short  discussions  took  place  on  the 
papers,  and  votes  of  thanks  were  given  to  the  authors. 


POISONING  FATALITIES. 


THIRTEEN  deaths  have  been  reported  since  Wednesday  of  last 
week  as  due  to  poisons.  Eight  of  the  fatalities  were  due 
to  misadventure. 

Carbolic  Acid  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by  Jane 
Crawford  (21),  of  Drummeragh,  co.  Donegal;  Bessie  Weeden 
(63),  Hornsey ;  and  Margaret  Dixon  (23),  of  Carlisle.  At 
the  inquest  on  the  latter,  Mr.  Peter  Simpson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  36  Church  Street,  Caldewgate,  Carlisle,  deposed 
that  deceased  had  asked  for  threepennyworth  of  carbolic 
acid  for  killing  vermin.  She  wanted  it  supplied  in  an  old 
cup,  but  witness  would  only  supply  it  in  a  poison-bottle. 
He  also  cautioned  her  as  to  its  dangerous  character. — At 
Newtownards,  Jane  Monaghan  (72)  died  through  -taking  the 
same  poison  by  misadventure. 

Hypnotics. — The  death  of  Alice  Emily  Solomon  (65),  inde- 
pendent, while  staying  at  a  private  hotel  in  South  Kensing- 
ton, was  due  to  coma  from  narcotic  poisoning.  Deceased  had 
been  in  the  habit  of  taking  trional  and  veronal  for  in- 
somnia. Sulphonal,  taken  to  induce  sleep,  caused  the  acci- 
dental death  of  Jane  Vere  Calderwood  (37)  at  Wandsworth. 

Opium. — At  the  inquest  on  Mr.  Harry  Ormsby  Hedger, 
chemist  and  druggist,  who  died  at  Isleworth  from  laudanum- 
poisoning,  the  jury  found  that  death  was  due  from  heart- 
failure  resulting  from  an  overdose  of  opium  taken  to  relieve 
acute  pain,  and  that  it  was  due  to  misadventure. — At  Bristol, 
Annie  Marie  Hall  (43),  engineer's  wife,  died  from  heart- 
failure  following  chronic  alcoholism,  with  opium-poisoning 
as  a  secondary  cause.  The  Coroner's  jury  found  that  the 
opiate  was  taken  for  medicinal  purposes. — At  Fulham, 
Samuel  Appleyard  (47),  boot  dealer,  committed  suicide  by 
taking  some  nepenthe,  which  had  been  prescribed  for  his 
mother-in-law. 

Lysol  taken  in  mistake  for  olive  oil  was  responsible  for 
the  death,  at  Fowler's  Park,  Hawkhurst,  of  Emily  Cutler 
House  (38),  coachman's  wife. 

Mercury  Bichloride  was  the  suicidal  agent  used  by  Minnie 
Campbell  (36)  at  Greenwich.  Deceased's  husband  kept  a 
solution  of  the  poison  in  the  house  for  photographic 
purposes. 

Oxalic  Acid—  Henry  White  (39),  packer.  Conduit  Street, 
London,  W.,  died  through  taking  oxalic  acid  in  mistake  . for 
Epsom  salts.  Deceased's  wife  kept  the  compounds  in  two 
vases,  one  at  each  end  of  the  mantelpiece.  The  oxalic-acid 
label  had  been  torn  off  after  use  on  a  previous  occasion.

The  offices  and  warehouses  are  situated  at  36  Rue 
Sainte-Croix-de-la-Bretonnerie,  Paris,  and  the  works  at 
St.  Ouen-sur-Seine,  with  agencies  in  all  the  chief  countries 
of  the  world.  The  chief  products  are  iodides,  bromides, 
bismuth  salts,  alkaloids,  cacodylates.  and  methylarsinates, 
while  camphor-refining  is  carried  on  in  a  large  way.  There 
is  a  glass  factory  in  connection  with  the  chemical-work6, 
where  are  made  the  glass  apparatus  and  bottles  needed  by 
the  business. 


Spectacle-makers*  Company. 


THE  first  of  a  series  of  three  lectures  arranged  by  the 
Spectacle-makers'  Company  on  optics  and  sight-testing 
was  held  on  April  10  at  the  Carpenters'  Hall,  London 
Wall.  London,  E.C.  There  was  a  large  attendance.  The 
lecturer  was  Pmfessor  Silvanus  P.  Thompson,  and  he  took 
for  his  lecture  the  subject  of  "Aberrations  :  Monochromatic 
and  Polychromatic."  Mr.  Hilton-Foster  briefly  introduced 
the  lecturer,  who  said  the  object  of  employing  lenses  in 
optical  instruments  is  to  form  images,  and  the  same  prin- 
ciples are  involved  in  all  instruments  and  the  eye.  In 
each  case  the  combination  of  lenses  receives  the  light  and 
brings  it  to  a  focus  at  the  back — on  the  retina  in  the  eye 
or  on  the  plate  in  the  camera.  The  fundamental  relations 
which  exist  between  the  object  in  front  and  the  image  at 
the  back  are  that  there  must  be  (1)  conjugate  relation- 
ship. (2)  stigmatic  correspondence,  (3)  collinear  corre- 
spondence, and  (4)  orthoscopiseity.  A  perfect  lens  would 
have  the  last  three  points  to  perfection,  and  any  departure 
from  these  constitutes  an  aberration.  Early  lenses  were 
very  imperfect,  but  since  then  the  causes  have  been  studied 
scientifically.  Apart  from  defects  due  to  bad  glass,  imper- 
fect grinding  and  mounting,  there  is  a  crop  of  aberrations, 
which  the  lecturer  divided  into  monochromatic  and  poly- 
chromatic. These,  it  was  explained,  are  due  to  the  varying 
effei  t  of  glass  on  the  constituents  of  white  light  or  rays 
of  one  colour  that  passes  through  it.  The  varieties  of 
monochromatic  aberrations  are  (1)  spherical  or  central 
aberration,  (2)  coma,  (3)  radial  astigmatism.  (4)  curvature 
of  field,  and  (5)  distortion.  These  having  been  explained 
by  means  of  diagrams,  lantern  slides  and  experiments,  the 
lecturer  dealt  with  the  means  of  correcting  the  defects  and 
referred  to  the  different  kinds  of  lenses  wherein  aberrations 
are  corrected,  such  as  achromatics  and  anastigmats.  The 
general  principle  upon  which  lenses  are  corrected  is  to 
introduce  an  aberration  of  the  same  kind  but  of  opposite 
degree  and  cancel  the  errors  one  by  one.  All  lenses  are, 
however,  compromises,  as  with  even  the  highest  skill  and 
most  perfect  workmanship  there  still  remains  certain  out- 
standing aberrations  "which  cannot  be  cured.  Mr.  J.  H. 
Raphael,  renter  warden,  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
lecturer,  and  this  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Ellis  and  carried 
unanimously.

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  Or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

TT7ITH  the  coal  strike  practically  settled,  and  the 
'  *  Easter  holidays  out  of  the  way,  there  is  naturally 
a  disposition  to  look  for  more  active  markets ;  but  several 
weeks  must  elapse  before  normal  conditions  prevail.  It 
it  still  difficult  to  effect  delivery  of  general  merchandise 
by  rail,  and  exports  are  also  retarded  owing  to  temporary- 
lack  of  adequate  shipping  facilities.  Market  fluctuations 
during  a  broken  week  have  naturally  been  few,  and  of 
no  great  moment.  Cod-liver  oil  is  the  turn  firmer  owing 
to  the  closing  of  the  Lofoten  fishing.  Quinine  is  dearer 
and  with  renewed  activity.  German  makers  have  •with- 
drawn tiieir  prices  pending  the  result  of  the  next  Amster- 
dam bark -sale,  at  which  Teduced  supplies  will  be  offered. 
Menthol  is  also  firmer,  with  more  inquiry.  Higher  prices 
are  asked  for  Curacao  aloes.  Buchu  is  firm,  with  further 
business  for  American  account.  Refined  camphor  is 
steady  :  stocks  of  colocynth-pulp  are  in  smaller  compass. 
Ergot  is  easier  owing  to  lack  of  support ;  Soudan  acacia 
gums  and  kola  are  steady.  Milk-sugar  is  again  cheaper, 
but  prices,  it  is  said,  do  not  leave  room  for  further 
reductions.  Arsenic  and  santonin  are  dearer.  Es- 
sential oils  are  quiet.  Star-anise  is  easier  for  shipment, 
spot  being  unchanged.  Cassia  remains  weak.  Easier, 
prices  have  been  accepted  for  lemon  in  primary  markets ; 
both  bergamot  and  orange  oils  are  unchanged.  The  prin- 
cipal changes  -are  as  under  :

8c?.  for  druggists'  quality  B.P.,  according  to  size  of 
casks,  c.i.f.  terms  principal  U.K.  ports,  with  the  usual 
extras  for  tins  in  cases.

A  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on  March  29  that  the  only 
business  effected  this  week  is  a  purchase  of  three  cases  new 
current  talequale  at  16s.  bd.  to  18s.  9</.,  as  to  quality,  for 
U.S.A.  This  market  'also  inquired  for  ten  cases  old  selected 
Karahissar,  about  12  per  cent.,  and  a  bid  of  18s.  9c?.  per  lb. 
was  refused.  The  Interior  prospects  continue  favourable, 
but  it  is  still  the  general  opinion  that  the  outturn  this  year 
will  not  exceed  6,000  to  7,000  cases,  including  Salonica.  The 
arrivals  in  Smyrna  amount  now  to  1,156  cases,  against 
4,421  at  same  date  last  year.

May-July.

Quillaia  remains  very  firm,  Liverpool  quoting  271.  to 
281,  per  ton  c.i.f.  to  arrive. 

Quinine  is  the  subject  of  much  comment  on  the  market, 
a6  to  possibilities  of  a  further  advance  owing  to  the  de- 
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ficiency  in  the  Java  bark  exports,  and  while  the  last 
Dutch  sale  of  bark  was  of  moderate  extent,  the  next 
cannot  help  being  so.  The  visit  of  Mr.  Buchler  (a  direc- 
tor of  the  Brunswick  Quinine  Factory)  to  Java  is  also 
looked  upon  as  a  favourable  sign  in  regard  to  placing  the 
market  on  a  better  footing,  and  it  is  probable,  therefore, 
that  even  without  the  firmer  attitude  which  importers 
observe  the  market  will  continue  firm,  and  possibly 
advance.  Pending  the  result  of  the  next  Amsterdam  bark 
sale  (where  only  6,800  packages  are  so  far  advertised, 
against  8,900  packages  last  year)  the  B.  and  S.  makers  have 
withdrawn  from  the  market,  being  unwilling  to  sell  to 
speculators  and  consumers.

6c/.  and  May-June  at 
63s.  c.i.f.;  for  A.C.  Garnet  sellers  quote  60s.  c.i.f.  for 
May-June  shipment.  Futures  are  firmer,  the  sales  includ- 
ing May  delivery  at  64s.,  October  66s.  to  67s.,  and  Decem- 
ber 68s." 

Sulphur. — Steady,  with  best  flowers  offering  at 
61.  8s.  9c/.,  and  roll  at  6/.  5s.  per  ton  ex  wharf. 

Wax.  Bees'. — Sales  in  Liverpool  include  fine  Chilian  at 
from  11.  17s.  6c/.  to  8/.  per  cwt. 

Wax,  Japanese. — Steady,  with  sales  of  April-May  ship- 
ment to  arrive  at  43s.  per  cwt.  c.i.f.  London. 

Wax,  Paraffin. — Prices  current  are — 130  to  135  m.p. 
(B.P.),  2§c/.  per  lb.  in  2-cwt.  cases;  140  to  145  m.p.,  33c/. 

Manchester  Chemical-market. 

The  shadow  of  the  coal  strike  still  rules  supreme  in  this 
market.  Deliveries  of  heavy  chemicals  are  difficult  to  obtain, 
and  makers  are  asking  premiums  for  prompt  delivery. 
There  is  no  perceptible  change  in  quotations,  but  consumers 
are  paying  higher  prices.  Sulphate  of  copper  continues  to 
enhance  in  value,  and  there  is  little  probability  of  lower 
prices  ruling  for  some  time  for  this  article.  White  powdered 
arsenic  has  taken  a  turn  for  the  better,  and  is  in  sellers' 
favour.    In  other  respects  the  market  is  extremely  dull. 

American  Drug-market. 

New  York,  March  26. 
Business  in  the  New  York  drug-market  continues  of  only 
moderate  proportions,  the  development  of  active  buying 
usually  associated  with  this  season  being  retarded  by 
abnormal  weather  conditions  and  the  uncertainties  of  tariff 
legislation. 

Acetate  of  Lime  continues  very  firm  at  $2.25  to  $2.30 
under  tho  influences  of  restricted  supplies  and  brisk  de- 
mand in  all  markets.  Acetone  is  moving  freely,  and  is 
very  firm  at  16c. 

Aloes. — Shipments  of  case  Curacao  for  New  York  have 
been  rather  meagre  of  late,  supplies  of  old  crop  being  . 
reported  almost  depleted  in  primary  markets.  •  Advices  from  I 
Aruba  indicate  a  late  crop,  with  probably  advanced  prices,  I 
owing  to  adverse  growing  conditions.  Meantime  spot  goods  ' 
are  available  at  8jc.  or  less,  according  to  quantity  and  seller.  | 
Cape  also  is  higher  at  8jc.  in  sympathy  with  primary  it 
markets.    Gourd  Curasao  is  steady  at  12^c. 

Asafetida  has  been  sold  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  1 
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.prices  are  steady  at  70c.  for  condiment  grades,  with  up 
to  $1  asked  for  prime  qualities. 

C'AMPHOB.  Stocks  of  Japanese  refined  continue  light,  and 
prices  are  steady  at  46c.  for  spot  and  44c.  on  contract 
Domestic  refined  is  selling  at  44c.  for  bulk  in  barrels. 

(  'anada  Balsam  is  in  good  supply  on  spot,  and  with  liberal 
offerings  from  primary  markets  prices  are  again  lower  at 
•s3.75  for  barrels.  Oregon  is  nominal  at  70c,  offerings  being 
of  very  varied  descriptions. 

Cascara  Sacrada. — There  have  been  fair  sales  for  export 
'out  domestic  inquiry  continues  backward,  and  prices  are 
barely  steady  at  8ic  for  new  peel  and  9c.  for  last  season's 
li.uk.  Coast  advices  are  of  a  firm  tenor,  the  bulk  of  the 
available  supplies  being  reported  sold  to  the  large  manu 
facturers,  with  the  balance  closely  controlled. 

Copaiba.  Supplies  of  Central  and  South  American  grades 
are  somewhat  limited,  and  for  goods  of  direct  importation 
49c.  to  52c.  is  asked,  demand  being  active.  Other  descrip- 
tions, guaranteed  to  pass  all  U.S. P.  tests,  are  offered  at  42c. 
Para  is  in  fair  demand  at  54c. 

GrARANA  is  in  better  request,  and  with  a  srood  export 
inquiry  prices  for  U.S.P.  are  maintained  at  $1.80. 

Hydrastis. — Advices  from  primary  markets  are  to  the 
effect  that  stocks  there  are  extremely  low  and  are  under 
close  control,  and  local  holders  have  advanced  their  prices 
to  $5.10  for  fall-dug.  Supplies  of  spring  crop  are  not  ex- 
pected on  the  market  for  some  time,  and  with  inquiry 
active  a  hhrh  range  of  prices  is  evpeeted. 

Ipecac- Cartagena  is  in  good  supply  in  both  spot 
and  primary  markets,  and  owing  to  sluggish  demand  prices 
are  easy  at  $1.45.  Rio  is  slightly  firmer  at  $1.80  under 
improved  inquiry. 

Jalap  is  in  backward  demand,  and  with  the  assurance 
of  early  shipments  from  initial  sources  nrices  are  barelv 
steady  at  22c.  for  U.S.P.  Ton  lots  are  offered  at  20c.  and 
15-ner-cent.  goods  at  30c. 

Mercury. — Local  receipts  have  been  unusually  heavy  dur- 
ing the  interval,  and  100-flask  lots  are  50c.  cheaper  at 
•"i43.50.  Calomel  has  been  reduced  2c.  and  other  salts  in 
proportion. 

OpirM  continues  in  downward  tendency,  cases  being  now 
huoted  at  $7.50  to  $7.75.  with  lower  prices  in  prospect. 
[See  cable  for  latest  price.] 

Peppermint  Oil  (Aviertcan).— Advices  from  p-rowing 
centres  are  very  firm  in  tone,  dealers  claiming  that  the 
unusual  continuance  of  cold  weather  has  damaged  a  fair 
nroportion  of  the  roots.  The  country  stock  of  oil  is  said 
to  have  b<x>n  reduced  bv  recent  purchases,  and  higher  prices 
are  looked  for.  Meantime  the  soot  turnover  is  rather  slow, 
and  prices  are  barely  steady  at  $1.85  for  tin  oil. 

Senega  is  hipher  at  63c'  as  the  result  of  scarcity  on  spot 
And  improved  demand. 

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Cascarv  Sagrada.— Steady :  old  is  offered  in  Hamburg  at 
tn. 86  per  100  kilos,  and  new  at  m  82. 

Ergot  is  steady,  but  quiet;  m.7  per  kilo,  has  been  paid 
for  German,  and  Russian  is  quoted  m.7.25.  Should  the 
demand  increase  nrices  must  advance,  as  the  stocks  are 
extremely  small.    Spanish  is  maintained  at  m. 10.50. 

Milk  sn:\R  -  The  production  of  milk  in  Germany  has 
considerably  increased,  so  that  makers  are  in  a  position 
tp  meet  requirements.  Prices  were  reduced  to  m.125  on 
April  1.  and  a  further  reduction  seems  out  of  the  question  for 
'omo  time  to  come.

1  'u'°  at  somewhat  lower  rates,  but  without  business. 
IONKA  Beans.- Fair  sales  of  Angostura  have  been  made 
at  m.4o  ner  kilo.,   and  for  Para  from  m.12  to  m.14.  has 
i*>en  paid:  stocks  are  now  considerably  reduced    and  only 
inferior  quality  is  offered. 

Wax.  Japanese,  is  tending  firmer:  first-hand  quotat;ons  are 
about  m.90  and  higher.  With  the  advance  in  prices  the 
interest  of  buyers  has  increased,  and  several  lots  aflcat  have 
been  sold  at  m.88. 

The  Sugar  Convention. 

The  Bill  for  ratifying  the  prolongation  of  the  Brussels 
■  ugar  Lonyention  was  passed  in  first  and  second  reading  in 
the  Re,ch>tag  on  March  23.  In  the  course  of  the  debate 
i 'h"-  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Treasury,  said 
that  England  had  declined  to  Mong  to  the  Convention  any 
longer.  (  pnoessions  had  had  to  be  made  to  Russia,  so  that  the 
time  might  come  when  the  Convention— favouring  Russia  in 
*ucn  a  manner  might  lose  its  value  for  Germany.  But  that 
momont  had  not  yet  come.  Last  year,  with  unfavourable 
pioduction  circumstances,  they  had  seen  how  easily  Russia 
MUld  oust  then,  from  the  English  market.  By  confining 
Russian  export  with,,,  fixed  limits,  and  rendering  it  possible 
tor  their,  trade  to  calculate  the  highest  quantity  of  sugar 


going  to  England,  they  secured,  said  Herr  Kuehn,  export 
facilities  for  their  industry  and  stability  for  their  commerce. 

Adulterated  Drugs  in  the  U.S.A. 

The  following  are  some  recent  judgments  regarding  the 
misbranding  of  products  under  Section  4  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act:  "  Powd.  Alex.  Senna"  showed  that  sand  and 
foreign  vegetable  tissue  had  been  substituted  in  part  for 
senna-leaves,  and  that  the  sample  contained  30.81  per  cent, 
of  ash;  another  sample  contained  a  /mixture  of  senna-leaves, 
stems,  powdered  sand,  and  other  vegetable  tissue.  The  fine 
was  $25  in  each  case. 

Ground  Kama/a  proved  to  be  a  mixture  of  kamala  and 
sand,  the  latter  ingredient  forming  40  per  cent,  of  the  pro- 
duct.   Fine,  $10. 

Powdered  Colocynth,  labelled  "  1  lb.  strictly  pure  powdered 
colocynth,"  was  found  to  consist  largely  of  seeds.    Fine,  $10. 

Tragacanth. — A  package  labelled  "5  lb.  strictly  pure  pow- 
dered gum  tragacanth  "  was  found  to  be  a  mixture  of  pow- 
dered gum  tragacanth  and  powdered  Indian  gum.    Fine,  $25. 

Turmeric,  found  to  contain  wheat-starch  or  wheat-flour 
and  10.74  per  cent,  calcium  sulphate.  Sentence  suspended  in 
this  instance.

The  Late  John  Pattinson. 

We  are  indebted  to  an  occasional  contributor  for  the 
following  interesting  particulars  regarding  the  associations 
of  the  late  Mr.  John  Pattinson  with  pharmacy  ■ 

Mr.  Pattinson  was  closely  associated  with  John  Mawson, 
Sir  Joseph  Wilson  Swan,  and  Barnard  Proctor,  the  last- 
named  two  and  he  forming  a  trio  of  constant  companions 
and  great  friends,  taking  the  keenest  possible  interest  in 
the  acquisition  of  scientific  knowledge,  and  while  each  pur- 
sued his  own  special  bent  they  always  met  and  discussed 
their  investigations.  Indeed,  if  the  problem  were  a  big  one 
and  a  wide  one  they  frequently  took  it  up  sectionally,  each 
man  working  on  the  side  where  he  was  best  qualified  to  do 
good  work,  and  for  some  years  they  met  daily  at  lunch  to 
compare  notes  and  collate  results.  Mr.  Pattinson  married 
Sir  Joseph's  sister,  who  survives  him.  All  three  were  co- 
religionists—Unitarian. They  were  not  merely  investi- 
gators, but  were  eager  to  promote  technical  education,  and 
among  the  younger  men  whom  they  helped  on  to  the  lines 
of  good  work  were  Sir  Thomas  Barclay,  the  late  R.  H. 
Davis,  and  the  late  John  Noble.  Perhaps  the  most  monu- 
mental and  classical  work  of  Mr.  Pattinson  was  a  pro- 
longed investigation  into  "The  rate  at  ! which  bleaching- 
powder  loses  its  available  chlorine,"  a  subject  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  the  textile  manufacturers  and  the  paper- 
makers,  and  though  not  usually  of  special  ^interest  to  phar- 
macists, may  profitably  be  looked  up  in  the  light  of  the 
prosecution  reported  last  week.  At  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  meeting  in  Newcastle  in  1889  he  read 
a  paper  on  the  effect  of  nitric  acid  as  an  impurity  in  sul- 
phuric acid,  causing  a  change  in  the  aroma  and  taste  of 
ginger-ale  and  other  flavoured  aerated  beverages.  The 
passion  of  Mr.  Pattinson's  life  was  music,  and  his  last  even- 
ing out  of  his  house  was  at  a  chamber  concert.  During  the 
night  that  followed  he  was  seized  with  the  broncho- 
pneumonia which  so  speedily  proved  fatal.  The  scene  at 
his  funeral  was  a  striking  comment  on  the  life  of  one  so 
deservedly  beloved;  all  classes  and  grades  of  men  were 
there,  and  on  a.  cold  but  bright  spring  afternoon  a  large 
number  of  the  Choral  Union,  of  which  he  had  been  Pre- 
sident for  many  years,  and  which  had  been  the  main  portion 
of  the  Musical  Festival  Choir,  were  at  the  graveside,  and 
with  deepest  reverence  and  emotion  gave  exquisite  render- 
ings of  the  anthems,  Spohr's  "  Blessed  are  the  departed " 
and  Sullivan's  "0  gladsome  light."  Pharmacy  was  repre- 
sented by  Messrs.  Martin,  Weddell,  Clague,  Mawson,  and 
others;  Mr.  Kenneth  Swan,  barrister,  represented  his  father 
Sir  Joseph  Swan;  Mr.  Ernest  Hooper,  Professor  Bedson! 
and  Principal  Mundella  represented  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry.  The  Deputy  Lord  Mavor  and  the  Deputy  Sheriff 
c  5\ew°astle ,  and  the  Mayor  of  Gateshead  and  a  number 
of  his  brother  magistrates  were  among  the  mourners.  In 
character  as  in  personal  appearance,  in  methods  of  thought 
as  in  careful  expression  of  his  conclusions,  Mr.  Pattinson 
represented  the  very  highest  class  of  professional  man. 
But  around  that  graveside  the  one  dominant  thought  was 
ot  the  sterling  worth  of  the  man  and  of  the  character  that 
made  him  beloved  because  he  was  loving. 

Closing  in  the  West  of  London. 

Sir— I  notice  in  your  report  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Western  Chemists'  Association  for  discussing  the  Shops 
Act  that  some  forty  persons  voted  in  favour  of  a  closing 
order.  One,  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  staff  was 
present  (it  dqes  not  say  in  what  capacity),  and  he  said  if 
the  matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  a  certain  course  would  be  adopted.  Now,  surely 
these  people  are  making  themselves  ridiculous,  and  it  is 
but  a  repetition  of  the  farce  of  the  three  tailors  of  Tooley 
Street.    What  has  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  do  with 


the  matter '!  I  generally  hear  it  is  an  edu:ative  body,, 
and  not  a  Society  for  the  protection  of  trade  interests. 
Surely  this  old  woman  has  done  enough  harm  in  allowing 
the  filching  of  the  title  and  other  sins  of  omission  !  Whist- 
drives  are  well  enough  in  their  way,  and  if  these 
people  want  an  afternoon  off  for  that  purpose  it  is  no- 
reason  why  a  dog-in-the-manger  policy  should  be  adopted 
and  everyone  compelled  to  close  also.  If  prescription  busi- 
ness is  to  be  maintained  the  chemist  must  be  on  the  spot 
or  he  will  play  into  the  hands  of  the  roadside  practitioner 
and  make  it  necessary  for  doctors  to  do  their  own  dis- 
pensing. There  is  no  need  for  hurry,  and  a  delay  of  six 
months  or  so  would  be  an  advantage,  as  the  matter  could! 
be  further  discussed  and  its  merits  and  demerits  found  out. 

Cactus  Grandifi.or.  (134/71.) 
Early  Closing  in  Birmingham. 
Sir, — The  recent  letters  in  your  valuable  paper  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Shops  Act  and  Birmingham  chemists  have- 
placed  a  disagreeable  duty  on  my  shoulders.  We  must 
remember  that  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Council  is 
elected  as  much  by  the  passivity  of  its  critics  as  by  the 
activity  of  its  partisans,  and  if  it  is  unrepresentative  of 
pharmaceutical  feeling  in  Birmingham  and  district,  that 
is  the  fault  of  the  electorate.  In  regard  to  Mr.  Bucking- 
ham's letter,  his  facts  are  real  but  out  of  sequence.  The 
steps  my  friends  and  I  took  were  the  outcome  of  informa- 
tion supplied  by  the  President.  A  clear  mandate  was 
given  to  the  Council  on  the  matter  of  the  Shops  Act,  on 
its  own  request,  by  one  of  the  most  representative  meetings 
of  local  pharmacists  ever  held  under  its  auspices.  An 
amendment  that  the  matter  should  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
the  Council  was  overwhelmingly  negatived.  Whether  the 
mandate  was  an  "instruction"  or  "  request"'  seems  to  me 
to  be  quite  immaterial.  I  will  leave  that  for  the  dialec- 
ticians. 

At  the  first  Council  meeting  after  the  general  meeting  I 
was  led  to  understand  that  it  was  decided  to  let  the  matter 
stand,  not  because  "  there  was  no  hurry,"  but  for  a  reason 
which  I  was  given  and  asked  to  keep  private  to  myself 
and  friends,  and  after  due  deliberation  we  considered  that 
this  reason  was  inadequate.  This  fact  I  communicated  to- 
the  President,  and  suggested  that  another  general  meeting 
be  called  at  once.  Another  Council-meeting  was  held! 
instead,  then  a  deputation  from  the  Council  called  upon 
the  city  authorities.  The  result  of  this  deputation  was 
that  the  Council  circularised  the  local  pharmacists  again, 
in  reference  to  the  matter,  and  a  communication  was  sent 
by  the  Secretary  to  you  and  published.  It  is  obvious  that 
this  step  would  not  have  been  taken  but  for  the  pressure 
that  was  brought  to  bear  from  outside.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  verify  this  by  a  reference  to  the  minutes,  as  the  com- 
munication sent  to  you  explains  itself,  read  under  the  light 
of  this  letter. 

Will  you  allow  me  to  make  this  letter  a  medium  of  thanks 
to  those  pharmacists  who  have  written  to  me  on  this 
matter  ?  In  reference  to  early  closing  they  will  know 
that  I  am  in  accord  with  them,  and  in  reference  to  the 
carrying  out  of  their  wishes  I  must  refer  them  to  the 
earlier  part  of  my  letter.  It  has  always  seemed  to  me  that 
the  apathy  among  pharmacists,  so  often  deplored,  has 
been  in  a  iarge  measure  due  to  a  lack  of  leisure,  and  that 
has  been  one  of  my  strongest  reasons  for  taking  a  part  in 
this  movement.  I  hope  that  this  increased  leisure  will  be 
instrumental  in  removing  the  bogey  of  misrepresentation, 
not  only  from  Birmingham  but  also  from  "  another  place."'

Sir, — Replying  to  Mr.  Buckingham's  letter  in  the- 
C.  db  D.  of  April  6,  I  heartily  endorse  his  remarks  re  our 
President,  Mr.  Corfield.  The  same  remarks  may  be  suit- 
ably applied  to  Mr.  Buckingham  himself,  who  I  know  is 
very  anxious  to  see  greater  interest  taken  in  the  Associa- 
tion. My  previous  letter,  however,  was  not  written  as  an 
attack  on  any  individual,  but  as  a  criticism  of  the  Council 
of  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association  as  a  whole,  on 
which  the  wholesale  trade  is  unduly  represented  in  the 
opinion  of  many  local  pharmacists.  I  do  not  think  Mr. 
Buckingham  can  draw  very  satisfactory  conclusions  f torn 
the  fact  that  during  his  three  years  of  office  he  has  received' 
but  one  complaint,  and  that  from  me ;  my  opinion  is  that 
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the  bulk  of  local  pharmacists  were  too  sick  of  the  Asso- 
ciation to  make  complaints  long  before  Mr.  Buckingham 
took  office,  and  action  by  someone  is  needed  to  arouse  local 
pharmacists  to  new  interest  in  their  Association.  The 
point  I  wish  to  emphasise  is  that  the  constitution  of  the 
•Council  rests  entirely  with  the  qualified  pharmacists  of 
Birmingham  and  district,  and  that  any  undue  representa- 
tion of  the  wholesale  section  is  entirely  due  to  the  apathy 
of  the  qualified  proprietors,  managers,  and  assistants,  who 
have  the  remedy  in  their  own  hands.  Those  who  do  not 
see  eye  to  eye  with  the  Association  as  at  present  con- 
stituted should  join  before  the  next  annual  meeting  and 
■elect  representatives  in  accordance  with  their  views.  There 
is  plenty  of  room  for  all — wholesalers,  proprietors,  store 
managers,  and  assistants.  As  a  result  of  my  letter  I  have 
had  several  messages  and  promises  to  join  the  Associa- 
tion, and  I  shall  be  pleased  to  receive  any  further  names 
■of  proprietors,  managers,  or  assistants — either  dissatisfied 
members  or  non-members  willing  to  join — who  desire  to 
•see  a.  more  representative  and  progressive  Council,  so  that 
a  definite  and  combined  plan  may  be  agreed  upon  before 
the  annual  meeting,  resulting  in  an  Association  worthy 
■of  Birmingham  and  its  "  Forward  "  motto,  and  one  which, 
to  quote  Mr.  Buckingham,  will  be  "  at  least  equal  in 
strength  and  personnel  to  any  in  the  country."

The  Strike:  How  it  Struck  a  Traveller. 

Sir, — The  five  weeks'  coal-strike,  which  has  happily 
■come  to  an  end  as  far  as  one  can  see,  has  certainly  made 
history  of  a  kind  from  the  commercial  traveller's  point 
of  view.  The  first  effect  of  the  strike  was  a  slightly 
restricted  service  on  March  4.  followed  by  a  further  reduced 
service  on  the  13th,  with  a  time-table  reduced  to  less  than 
a  Sunday  service  on  the  22nd.  In  a  large  number  of  cases 
the  entire  service  on  Sundays  has  been  suspended.  Many 
travellers  ceased  work  after  the  first  week  of  the  strike, 
but  a  considerable  number  have  been  out.  and  as  one  of 
them,  travelling  at  the  start  of  the  strike  from  Southamp- 
ton via  Bristol  into  Wales  as  far  as  Swansea,  returning 
through  the  Monmouth  Valley  into  Gloucester  and  the 
Central  Midlands,  and  finishing  on  April  4  at  Reading 
■(without  the  loss  of  a  single  call),  beyond  the  wearisome 
delays,  my  experience  has  been  that  both  money  and 
■orders  have  been  plentiful,  and  the  appalling  distress 
made  so  much  of  in  some  of  the  daily  papers  was  more 
apparent  than  real.  The  Great  Western  Railway  issued 
■sectional  time-tables  from  all  their  centres,  which  were 
very  convenient,  and  I  must  say  that  both  they  and  the 
London  and  South-Western  Railway  have  done  all  they 
•could.  This  could  not  be  said  of  the  Midland,  who  have 
been  very  arbitrary  to  travellers  throughout,  refusing- 
facilities  readily  granted  by  all  the  other  railways.  My 
■own  impression  is  that  the  curtailed  service  on  the  railways 
has  not  been  entirely  due  to  shortage  of  coal.  The  real 
reason  is  not  far  to  seek,  and  it  seems  very  doubtful  to 
me  if  anything  like  the  old  facilities  will  be  replaced.  I 
am  convinced  that  the  boom  in  trade  will  revive  directly 
the  miners  return  in  a  body,  and  any  leeway  lost  in  March 
will  soon  be  made  up.

"  Dormitive." 

Sir, — In  reading  the  second  edition  of  Sir  James 
Sawyer's  latest  work  on  Insomnia,  just  published  by 
Cornish  Bros.,  I  notice  that  frequent  use  is  made  of  the 
word  "dormitive"  to  indicate  a  preparation  that  induces 
sleep,  as  distinguished  from  other  preparations  that 
produce  sleep.  The  term  is  applied  to  such  inducers  of 
somnolence  as  tincture  of  hops,  hop-pillow,  tar-water,  and 
cowslip-wine.  The  usual  hypnotics  or  soporifics,  includ- 
ing opium,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphonal,  and  veronal,  are 
dealt  with  in  another  chapter,  but  one  paragraph  in  con- 
nection with  these  latter  is  very  striking — viz.  : 

"  Prescribe  hypnotics  only  in  exceptional  cases,  only 
administer  such  drugs  when  you  cannot  help  it." 

In  consequence,  it  may  be  inferred  from  reading  the  work 
that  the  author  advocates  inducers  of  sleep  rather  than 
producers  of  the  same.  As  the  reading  of  the  book  may 
bring  the  word  "  dormitive"  more  forcibly  before  medical 


practitioners  throughout  the  country,  I  thought  it  might 
be  interesting  to  give  some  indication  of  the  connection  in 
which  it  is  used.

Qualified  v.  Unqualified. 
Sir, — L.  B.  Rowland,  after  crediting  me  with  being 
"an  unconscious  humourist  of  a  very  amusing  type,"  too 
evidently  loses  his  temper  and  writes  a  tirade  of 
personalities  intended  to  overwhelm  me.  Surely  this  is  not 
always  the  effect  of  humour  ?  Does  L.  B.  Rowland  really 
believe  that  passing  the  Minor  examination  is  always  a 
guarantee  of  ability  and  competency  ?  If  so,  whence  come 
the  qualified  duffers?  That  there  are  many  such  anyone 
who  employs  assistants  can  testify.  Has  L.  B.  Rowland 
never  heard  of  cases  like  the  following  :  A  young  man, 
after  serving  an  apprenticeship,  goes  up  for  the  Minor 
and  fails.  As  he  has  money,  he  presents  himself  periodi- 
cally at  Galen  Place  (with  little,  if  any,  study  during  the 
intervals),  and,  at  last,  to  the  surprise  of  those  who  know 
him,  blunders  through  a  "pass."  After  this  display  of 
"  indomitable  courage,  stern  self-denial,  and  splendid 
perseverance,"  he  is  "  qualified  "  and  ready  to  join  in 
the  inane  sneer  at  the  "unqualified."  L.  B.  Rowland 
asks  why,  if  I  am  so  anxious  to  display  my  competency, 
I  do  not  pass  the  Preliminary  and  Minor  examinations  ? 
I  am  not  conscious  of  the  least  anxiety  to  display  my 
competency,  but  if  it  were  otherwise,  what  says  "  Carica  " 
(C.  Jk  D.,  March  23)  :  "  Why  spend  time,  money,  and  per- 
haps brains  upon  the  present-day  farce  of  qualifying  ?  " 
I  have  no  desire  to  disparage  pharmacists,  the  majority  of 
whom  (it  goes  without  saying)  are  men  of  ability;  but  I 
maintain  that  passing  the  Minor  is  not  in  every  case  a 
guarantee  of  ability  with  all  that  this  implies ;  and  I 
further  maintain  that  there  are  among  the  unqualified 
members  of  the  I.S.P.  and  D.S.P.  men  who  by  education, 
professional  ability,  and  sterling  worth  are  superior  to 
those  who  profess  to  despise  them  and  their  "florid  but 
meaningless  diploma."  L.  B.  Rowland  thinks  that  letters 
like  mine  "can  do  no  good  to  any  cause."  No  doubt  he 
and  others  of  his  type  prefer  to  throw  mud  and  receive  no 
splash  in  return;  but,  in  the  words  of  a  great  statesman, 
"  there  is  a  limit  to  human  endurance."

I  would  willingly  pay  the  extra  postage.  I  can  send  papers 
from  this  end  by  that  route,  but  do  not  know  whether  you 
can  from  your  side.  Things  are  quiet  here,  but  we  are  on 
the  edge  of  a  volcano.  Things  are  better,  but  they  are 
still  very  far  from  what  they  should  be." 

[Having  had  similar  inquiries  from  Japan,  we  may  state 
for  the  general  information  that  we  have  approached  the 
General  Post  Office,  St.  Martin' s-le-Grand,  on  the  matter, 
and  they  inform  us  that  the  mails  from  here  to  China  and 
Japan  by  way  of  Siberia  are  strictly  confined  to  letters, 
and  even  upon  these  there  is  a  loss.  They  decline  to  receive 
newspapers  for  transmission  vid  Siberia.  When  they  change 
their  mind  the  C.  «£•  D.  will  be  ready  for  them.] 
A  Student's  Difficulties. 

There  may  be  another  student  like  myself  who,  through 
unfortunate  circumstances,  is  unable  to  avail  himself  of  our 
splendid  schools  of  pharmacy.    My  experience  culminating 
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in  Minor  success  may  interest  such.  I  found  the  Reading- 
room  of  the  British  Museum  most  useful  for  general  reading. 
Among  its  two  million  books  the  student  finds  all  books 
published  pertaining  to  pharmacy.  The  conditions  and 
facilities  for  working  are  quite  unique.  Particulars  of 
admission  may  be  had  from  the  Director  of  the  Reading- 
room,  British  Museum,  London,  W.  For  evening  reading 
the  library  of  the  Patent  Office,  Southampton  Buildings, 
Chancery  Lane,  E.C.,  is  valuable.  This  library  is  more 
technical,  and  is  open  until  10  p.m.  Current  journals  may 
be  seen.  For  practical  work  and  lectures  in  my  most 
rusty  subject  (organic  chemistry)  the  Chelsea  Polytechnic 
helped  me  very  much.  The  disadvantage  I  found  in  Poly- 
technic lectures  was  that  pharmaceutical  terms  are  not  much 
employed.  This  can  be  counteracted  by  the  valuable  com- 
petitions of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist's  Students'  Corner. 
Being  a  "  Student  Associate,"  the  materia-medica  museum 
and  lending  library  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  proved 
most  helpful  to  me.  The  officials  in  Kew  Gardens  were  most 
courteous  to  me  in  my  endeavour  to  study  botanical  speci- 
mens. My  experiences  in  the  examination-room  were  much 
the  same  as  those  recorded  in  these  columns.  I  was  quite 
frank  in  replying  to  the  casual  inquiry  as  to  my  method 
of  study  by  the  examiners,  and  if  anything  they  were  the 
more  sympathetic.  To  those  who  really  have  to  depend 
on  their  own  resources  I  sympathetically  recommend  the 
above  plan,  which  is  eminently  practical  for  the  part-timer.

What  is  it? 

An  apparatus  made  of  mahogany,  the  egg-shaped  vessel 
is  18  in.  from  top  to  bottom  and  65  in.  in  diameter  at  the 
points  where  it  swings  in  the  upright  supports.  A  section 
of  the  vessel  is  shown.  The  stopper  has  a  bayonet-joint, 
and  the  exit  has  a  spring  arrangement  which  on  pushing 
permits  some  of  the  contents  to  fill  a  measure ;  the  matter 
drops  out  when  the  spring  is  released.  The  apparatus  was 
bought  in  auction  recently  by  a  subscriber,  who  submits 
it  through  us  for  identification  by  C.  &  D.  readers. 


Legal  Queries. 

Consult  "The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,"  1912,  pp.  43s  to  454. 
where  most  legral  difficulties  are  anticipated,  before  writing 
about  your  difficulty 


Austral  (132/59). — It  is  not  possible  for  a  chemist  and 
druggist  of  Great  Britain  to  be  registered  in  any  State  of 
the  Australian  Commonwealth  until  he  goes  out  there. 

O.  J.  L.  (Sacramento,  Cal.)  (133/30). — A  pharmacist  with 
American  qualification  will  find  no  difficulty  in  being  licensed 
to  carry  on  a  pharmacy  in  China  if  the  local  American 
Consul  endorses  his  credentials. 

T.  E.  (133/48).—  Do  you  suggest  (ride  "  Nesso,"  129/9) 
that  the  General  Medical  Council  may  strike  off  the  Register 
a  dentist  who  afterward  qualified  for  a  chemist,  and 
ultimately  opened  up  both  professions,  and  on  his  drug- 
labels  put  "Chemist  and  dentist"?  [No.  In  one  case 
a  chemist  who  afterwards  became  a  dentist  exhi- 
bited a  case  of  artificial  teeth,  along  with  an  adver- 
tising announcement,  and  the  fact  that  he  was  a  chemist 


did  not  prevent  the  Council  finding  him  guilty  of  infamous 
conduct  in  a  professional  respect.  So  long  as  a  chemist 
and  dentist  is  careful  to  dissociate  the  advertising  of  his 
chemist's  business  from  his  dental  practice  he  need  fear 
nothing.] 

27.  C.  B.  (133/55). — (1)  You  are  wrong  in  supposing  that 
the  Second  Schedule  of  the  Shops  Act  exempts  employers 
from  giving  a  half-holiday  to  their  assistants  once  a  week. 
If  you  read  Section  1  again  you  will  find  that  it  does  not 
refer  to  Schedule  2,  while  Section  4,  dealing  with  the  closing 
of  shops  on  weekly  half-holiday,  specifically  refers  to  the 
Second  Schedule.  (2)  You  suggest,  with  reference  to  the 
National  Insurance  Act  that  an  indoor  apprentice  who 
pays  a  fee  and  gets  no  wages  may  be  taken  as  wholly 
dependent  on  his  father,  and  therefore  not  involving  ex- 
pense to  his  master  of  the  weekly  payments  under  the  Act. 
The  reply  to  this  is  that  employments  within  the  meaning 
of  Part  I.  of  the  Act  relating  to  health  insurance  include: 
"  (a)  Employment  in  the  United  Kingdom  under  any  con- 
tract of  service  or  apprenticeship,  written  or  oral,  whether 
expressed  or  implied,  and  whether  the  employed  person 
is  paid  by  the  employer  or  some  other  person,  and  whether 
under  one  or  more  employers,,  and  whether  paid  by  time  or 
by  the  piece  or  partly  by  time  and  partly  by  the  piece  or 
otherwise,  or,  except  in  the  case  of  a  contract  of  appren- 
ticeship, without  any  money  payment."

Perhaps  your  customer  intends  by  this  carron  oil  made  with 
linseed,  which  is  often  thick  enough  to  be  ranked  as  an 
ointment. 

Barosma  (117/4). — We  cannot  identify  the  sea-sickness 
powder.  It  is  apparently  one  of  the  synthetic  organic 
remedies  which  might  be  tracked  by  a  systematic  search 
on  the  lines  of  Martindale's  "  Organic  Analysis  Chart." 

Store  (115/43). — The  8-oz.  teaspoonful  mixture  is  generally 
charged  from  1.?.  9(7.  to  2s.,  as  it  contains  inexpensive  ingre 
dients.  Methods  of  working  out  the  charge  are  shown  in 
the  various  articles  we  have  published  on  insurance  dis- 
pensing. 

C.  W.  M.  (119/61).— Keeping  Cats  out  of  a  Garden.— The 
liquid  employed  for  this  purpose  is  the  ill-smelling  oleum 
animalis,  or  Dippel's  oil.  It  is  applied  freely  to  those  parts 
of  the  fence  over  which  the  cats  climb,  the  feet-marks  of 
the  animal  generally  indicating  the  favourite  places. 

C.  N.  B.  (127/22).— If  the  small  Patch  of  Redness  on  your 
cheek  is  not  congenital,  you  might  try  the  application  of 
the  following  ointment :
